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School District Taxpayers 
Will Get $2 To $5 Break

Taxpayers in Schaumburg Township 


School Dist. 54 will get a $2 to $5 break 
on their next tax bills. 


Although the board of education Thurs- 


day approved a $12.5 million school budg- 
et for the 1972-73 fiscal year and the 
amount of tax money that the district 
gets back from the state will be reduced, 
taxes still should be lower. The figure 
budgeted is $1.7 million over spendings 
planned last year. 


Business services director Marvin Lap- 


icola said this year's steady assessed 
valuation growth makes the tax cut pos- 
sible. Also, the district did not levy for 
the life safety code improvements since 
all buildings now meet state require- 
ments. 


THE TAX BREAK, according to Lap- 


icola, result of an expected $45 million 


growth over this year's $208 million as- 
sessed valuation. Lapicola explained a 
tax reduction usually is the result of a 
rate drop for every $100 of equalized as- 
sessed valuation. That has not happened, 
but the assessed valuation has so greatly 
increased that the taxpayers in this dis- 
trict will still pay less, he said. 


The board has managed to achieve a 


n e a r l y balanced budget, with ex- 
penditures estimated at $12,474,265 and 
income $12,492,250. 


These figures reflect an approximately 


$17,000 change from those released In the 
first three drafts of the budget circulated 
before Thursday's budget hearing. 


Lapicola said, the changes to the budg- 


et were necessary because of damage to 
the Anne Fox School during a recent 
storm. The district has no flood insur- 
ance and repair expenses must be pro- 


vided from within the budget. 


THE BUDGET represents an increase 


of approximately $1.75 million over last 
year's budget. 


The instructional salaries fund was de- 


creased about $61,000. However, most of 
the reductions are in the special services 
area but do not reflect a reduction in 
staff. The general classroom teachers 
s a l a r y fund was increased nearly 
$700,000 above the $6.4 million spent last 
year. 


At present the district is in the midst of 


negotiating salary contracts with the 
Schaumburg Education Association rep- 
resenting the teachers. 


Lapicola called it a "good budget" be- 


cause the district has added some 1,000 
students to its enrollment since last year 
and now has a student population of 
14,669. 


Board, Teachers Reach Tentative Accord

211 board of education and the district's 
teachers reached then: first tentative 
agreement in six months of bargaining 
Saturday.

lum study committees. 


In addition, Seger said although the 


board has been studying the possibility of 
making a proposal on some kind of class 
size guarantees to be included in the con- 
tract, it has so far been unable to draw 
one up. 


"We don't see how we can come up 


with anything on class size without limit- 
ing the board's flexibility on providing 
quality education," Seger said. 


Earlier last week, the board aban- 


doned the stand it had taken in the pre- 
vious six months of talks that it would 
not include in the contract any guaran- 
tees on working conditions, including 
evaluation and transfer policies. 


The board presented a detailed propos- 


al for the whole contract on Thursday. 
The proposal says the board will agree to 
negotiate all working conditions in the fu- 
ture if the teachers agree to a three-year 
contract with a no-strike clause and also 


agree to exclude department chairmen 
from the association. 


THE THREE-YEAR contract, under 


the board's offer, would be reopened 
each year for bargaining on salaries and 
fringe benefits. 


Association 
negotiators 
responded 


Thursday by saying they rejected the 
provision excluding department chair- 
men, but would accept other terms pro- 
posed if the board would agree to certain 
conditions. 


In return for agreement for the board's 


proposal, the teachers asked that the no- 
strike clause be written so it expires with ' 
the start of school each year if salaries 
are not agreed on, that the board agree 
to binding arbitration in the grievance 
procedures and that the board agree to 
negotiate working conditions, including 
class size guarantees, into the present 
contract. 


The teachers have said they will make 


a report to their membership on the stat- 
us of negotiations on Thursday. The dis- 
trict's 440 teachers returned to work last 
month without a contract and are now 
being paid based on last year's salary 
schedule.

Capping a day of campaigning, Ber- 


nard Carey Friday night listed five plat- 
form points in his meeting with the Re- 
publican Organization of Schaumburg 
Township (ROOST). 


Establishment of a merit system for 


hiring assistant district attorneys on the 
strength of qualifications, setting up a 
training program for those assistants to 
further develop their talents, having per- 
sonnel on duty 24 hours daily to be avail- 
able to police in preparing charges and 
opening storefront offices in high crime 
areas are measures he proposes to take 
if elected. 


The fifth point was to note that both 


the Chicago Bar Association and the Chi- 
cago Association of Lawyers have judged 
him fully qualified for office. Both 
groups have termed Carey's incumbent 
opponent, Robert Hanrahan, unqualified, 
Carey said. 


CAREY'S DAY in the Schaumburg 


area started at 7 a.m., with appearances 
at train stations in Palatine and Roselle, 
attendance at a number of coffees, a 
press luncheon, and an appearance at a 
shopping center.

Homestead Paper 


The deadline for filing Homestead Ex- 


emption applications with the Cook Coun- 
ty assessor's office has been extended to 
Oct. 1. 


A spokesman for County Assessor P. J. 


Cullerton said the deadline, originally 
Sept. 1, was extended because of the 
large number of senior citizens who had 
not filed. 


The Homestead Exemption grants a 


discount on real estate taxes to property 
owners 65 years of age or older and live 
in their own homes as of Jan. 1,1972. 


Tax savings which can amount to more 


than $115 per year for a homeowner in 
Cook County are provided for by the ex- 
emption. 


The amount of the exemption is com- 


puted by reducing the equalized assessed 
valuation of the home by $1,500 on tax 
bills payable next year. 


In order to qualify for the exemption, 


homeowners need a copy of a deed show- 
ing they owned the property as of Jan. 1, 
1972; proof of age; and a completed 
Homestead Exemption application form. 


Application forms and assistance in 


completing the forms are available at all 
township offices and at Cullerton's office, 
118 N. Clark St., Chicago.

Mrs. Schoeld encouraged her com- 


mittee to delay requesting appointments 
to the Elk Grove Community Service 
board of directors when she should have 
encouraged such action to facilitate the 
transition. 


ALTHOUGH a majority of members at

meeting 
and Vern Laubenstein, 


Schaumburg Township supervisor, cau- 
tioned each other about "throwing cold 
water" on Rosen's fired up enthusiasm 
and the Elk Grove Community Service 
plans for the township, they still gave no 
support to the new agency. 


The main thrust of Mrs. Schoeld's and

Are "Jesus people" freaky' Just a 


bumper sticker, a button, and a Jesus 
T-shirt? Merely kids under 21 with a new 
high? 


If Jesus "freaks" are around this area, 


they didn't show up after a three-week 
search. But Jesus people were all over 
the place, from age nine to 81, and as 
ordinary-looking as your next-door neigh- 
bor. 


Furthermore, they're not necessarily 


sold on the popular images of Jesus 
Christ, as presented in "Jesus Christ, Su- 
perstar" and "Godspell." One expressed 
the common opinion that the music was 
nice, but Jesus comes off as a "clown 
with a messianic complex," not as a sav- 
iour. 


So are they religious fanatics? Many of 


them say they are simply people looking 
for something to believe in. In fact, 
many were raised as Christians, lost 
faith, and returned to Christianity after 
finding other ways of achieving happi- 
ness short-lived. 


THE SPECIFIC definition of "Jesus 


people" is an elusive one, but the fact is 
that they are part of a religious move- 
ment recently revived in this country, 
and extending right to the homes and 
neighborhoods of the suburbs. 


They often belong to no particular de- 


nomination, but by their beliefs and life 
styles share a common bond: an en- 
thusiasm about Christ and his message 
to humanity, which they also want to

share with others. 


They insist that they are not "freaks," 


but that their sincerity about Jesus is 
real and permanent, arrived at after 
much thought and experience with other 
ways of living. They refer to themselves 
simply as Christians, and their numbers 
— in small and large groups — are grow- 
ing. 


Julie Tollefson of Arlington Heights 


says she was looking for the meaning be- 
hind the existence. She tried hunger 
strikes and boycotting grapes in high 
school, but said it was no answer. In her 
senior year she did a study of religions, 
and was attracted to the Bahai faitfi and 
its stress on unity and brotherhood. 


HOWEVER, THE peace soon wore off, 


and there was a "place that needed fill- 
ing in my heart." 


Julie began attending monthly Jesus 


rallies at McCormick Place, sponsored 
by the Chicagoland Christian center in 
Des Plaines, and went to Explo '72 in 
Dallas, Tex. Then she met Bruce Leckie 
of Arlington Heights, who said he had- 
also been seeking and found his answer 
hi Christ. Together they started a Bible 
study, inviting about a dozen teens who 
had attended the Jesus rallies. They be- 
gan meeting in July at each other's 
homes. 


"People are sometimes afraid Chris- 


tians are out to convert them and get 
notches in their Bible belts," said Julie. 
For this reason she uses the soft sell, 
rather than beating people over the head 
with the Bible. The one time she went 
door-to-door with copies of the New Tes- 
tament, she simply told them it was a 
gift and left, unless invited to say more. 


She and Leckie also took out an ad in 


the Herald, which said "Behold, I come 
quickly ..." (signed) Jesus. They had 
no money for the ad, but the day of her 
interview she unexpectedly received 
enough cash to pay for it from a friend 
in Detroit, a coincidence she considered 
a miracle 


JULIE LEFT recently for Kabul, Af- 


ghanistan, to work at a mission for a 
year Kabul is a crossroads for European 
kids seeking an answer in the religions of 
the East. Julie plans to help give them 
food and clothing, and just "share the 
love of Jesus." 


Her friend Bruce was one who thought 


he had an answer in yoga. He had de- 
cided whatever made the early Christian 
happy existed no longer, and that mod- 
ern Christians were either naive or igno- 
rant. 


While at the University of Wisconsin, 


"a guy on the floor was onto a religion 


trip. I thought I'd help him out of his 
ignorance," he said. 


The two talked for hours, and Leckie 


decided he had everything to gain by 
abandoning yoga for Jesus. He began 
reading the gospels. He also started at- 
tending Christian conferences in Wiscon- 
sin, Colorado, and Washington. "Those 
people were bubbling over with joy; they 
knew who they were praying to," he 
said. 


HE SPREADS the word as opportunity 


arises. Whether he's with a group of 
people, or talking to a hitch-hiker, or 
even talking with a girl who's trying to 
sell a magazine subscription — if the top- 
ic comes up he discusses the difference 
between Christianity and "what's been 
pawned off as Christianity." 


"I always thought of Christianity as an 


hour on Sunday," he said. "Now I get so 
wigged out when I think that God walked 
the face of the earth as a man. This isn't 
just a head trip, it's real." 


Mrs. Debbie Cormier of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, a mother of four young children, 
became bored with the "hour on Sun- 
day" when she was about 20. After en- 
joying what the world had to offer, she 
became dissatisfied and asked herself 
what her true values were. 


When the McCormick Place Jesus ral- 


lies began last March, she got interested 
and helped charter a bus to go down- 
town. About 55 people take the bus each 
month, and of those, between 10 and 15 
say they have made a commitment to 
Christ. , 


MRS. CORMIER also started a Bible 


group last fall. As she became more in- 
terested in the Bible, she wondered about 
the "gifts" of the Holy Spirit, such as 
speaking in tongues, prophecy, inter- 
pretation, and preaching. "The power of 
God is meant to be the rule and not the 
exception," she decided. Since then, she 
said she has received some of these gifts. 
In addition, she lost her desire to smoke. 


Mrs. Shirley Bates of Buffalo Grove 


says she has also received the gift of 
tongues, which sounds like baby talk to 
her. She uses it when she prays private- 
ly. (The gift is explained as God praying 
through the person, improving his pray- 
er,) when the person runs out of his own 
words. 


Mrs. Bates said she turned, to Jesus 


when she needed help raising her young- 
est son, Jeffrey, who was born blind. She 
says she has changed so much she no 
longer worries about money. When she 
needed money for her son Greg's college 
education, she found a student teacher

Carriers, but doesn't try to convert un- 
willing souls. "You can't over-feed or 
force-feed Jesus to someone. When 
you're over-fed, you get sick," she said. 


WHILE THESE people turned to Jesus 


voluntarily, others have fallen into line 
out of desperation. Cathi Green of Pala- 
tine reported she said her first sincere 
prayer when the guy she liked got in 
trouble for drug possession. The way of 
life recommended by Christ "sounded so 
simple I felt like a dingaling." 


Since then she said she visited Wausau, 


Wis., and met two big drug pushers; 
they accepted Jesus and started a Bible 
group. "I just try to show Christ living in 
me, and others ask, 'What is it you've 
got?'" said Cathi.

MIAMI BEACH - The two top leaders 


of the Republican National Convention, 
Kansas Sen. Robert Dole and Michigan 
Congressman Gerald Ford, told this 
writer during exclusive interviews that 
they definitely favor legalizing abortion 
in such cases as the atrocity reported by 
the Associated Press this summer in Chi- 
cago.

Few Diocese 
Recognize 
Divorces? 


In some American dioceses, Catholics 


who have been divorced and remarried 
are being allowed to receive communion. 


No one knows exactly how many dioc- 


eses are involved, but the practice 
apparently is widespread across the na- 
tion. 


It has been going on for some time, but 


has been kept quiet in order to avoid a 
possible crackdown by the Vatican. 


Inevitably, the word got out and now 


there's heated discussion in the Catholic 
press and among moral theologians 
about the whole business. 


In the past, a Catholic who was di- 


vorced and remarried was regarded in 
all or virtually all dioceses as being ex- 
communicated — that is, cut off from 
sacraments such as communion. 


The only way such a Catholic could re- 


gain the right to receive communion was 
to have his or her first marriage de- 
clared null and void by the Roman Rota, 
a Vatican court specializing in annul- 
ment proceedings. 


THIS WAS A costly and time-con- 


suming process, beset by many techni- 
calities. The Roman Rota has demon- 
strated through the centuries a readiness 
to accommodate the rich and powerful, 
but a passion for nitpicking legality 
where ordinary Catholics are involved. 


Out of compassion for the millions of 


people trapped in this dilemma, a sub- 
stantial number of U.S. priests and some 
bishops have begun to re-admit to com- 
munion Catholics who believe in good 
conscience that their first marriage was 
not a true one, but that their present 
marriage is binding before God. 


This pastoral dispensation is granted 


only in cases where the present marriage 
is stable and the family is devout in 
Catholic belief and practice. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Vatican's Holy 


Office said recently, in response to an 
inquiry from the U.S. weekly newspaper, 
National Catholic Reporter, that he knew 
of no present plan of the Roman Curia to 
crack down on the practice with a blan- 
ket prohibition. 


But a judge of the Roman Rota took a 


sterner view. He told the National Catho- 
lic Reporter: 


"There are a lot of good Catholics 


stuck with this impossible situation. Pas- 
totally you have to feel sorry for them. 
But they must be reminded that mar- 
riage is not a private affair but a fiber of 
society and a sacrament. Even if only a 
technicality keeps them from a clear 
slate, they must give up the_sacra- 
ments."

Gov. Richard Ogilvie said Friday he 


would concentrate the remainder of his 
reelection campaign efforts on the popu- 
lous five county metropolitan area in- 
cluding and surrounding Cook County. 


Ogilvie, winding up a whirlwind cam- 


paign in southern Illinois told members 
of the Cook County Suburban Publishers 
Association at its annual meeting in Oak- 
brook, that the final leg of his reflection 
campaign would come after a fund-rais- 
ing dinner in Chicago this week. 


The governor warmed up for the home 


stretch of his campaign by attacking his 
opponent, Democrat Daniel Walker, and 
stressing he isn't as unpopular through- 
out the state as Walker has charged. 


"We've gone 1,600 miles in our camp- 


er. We've been to 60 different commu- 
nities in the past 10 to 12 days. And I 
have been agreeably surprised at the re- 
ception I've been getting. I don;t know 
where my opposition (Walker) is finding 
my cticitcs." 


OGILVIE SAID he has been receiving 


favorable comment lately on the state's 
implementation of the income tax. He 
said citizens realize it's a good program 
now that they've seen its effect. 
e "People are now saying there was no 
other way to go. W e had three choices 
at the time, either implement the tax, go 
bankrupt or use the funds we already 
had. If we didn't have the income tax we 
would have had a sales tax of seven to 
nine per cent and 35 to 50 per cent higher 
personal property taxes. I'm most proud 
of the legislation we have passed. Some 
were not pleasant, like the income tax. 
But they were necessary." 


Referring to Walker as "a master of 


distortion," Ogilvie said he is convinced 
Walker and Democratic 
Presidential 


candidate George McGovern will lose in 
November. 


"I don't take my own campaign polls," 


Ogilvie said. "They're expensive. And 
they wouldn't make any difference to 
me. I would campaign just as hard any- 
way. But I am pleased at lifelong Demo- 
crats who have told me they won't vote 
for Walker or McGovern. People say 
they can't go along with the Democratic 
leadership. 


"There is a major disaffection' with 


the Democratic party. It's not that I'm 
so popular, but people are not satisfied 


with those who have seized control of the 
Democratic party. In November, people 
will vote in large numbers for President 
Nixon and the state ticket. Ogilvie added 
he is optimistic the Republican Party 
will pick up two or three congressional 
seats in Illinois. 


DURING A question and answer peri- 


od, Ogilvie said a cooperative effort 
among governmental agencies is needed 
to solve future flooding problems, that 
noise pollution at O'Hare airport must be 
accepted if there is to be an airport 
serving the Chicago area, and a major 
program of his — if reelected — would 
be to solve the major transportation 
problems in the Chicago area. 


Following the meeting, a nine minute 


film was shown. It highlighted the gover- 
nor's four years in office with favorable 
comments from several persons in- 
cluding Sen. Charles Percy. 


Later, Ogilvie announced that within 


two weeks 60 volunteer citizen headquar- 
ters will be opened throughout the subur- 
ban area. Directing the citizen campaign 
will be Joseph Tecson, Riverside Town- 
ship committeeman, who will be assisted 
by Mrs. Anne Evans of Des Plaines, 
statewide chairman of the Independents 
for Ogilvie Committee: Mrs. Evans is a 
former delegate to the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention.

Propose Moratorium On Flood Plain Building 


A moratorium on future construction 


projects on flood plains in Cook County 
was proposed Saturday at a major meet- 
ing of area legislators and governmental 
officials who are studying flooding prob- 
lems in the area. 


The moratorium, it was suggested, 


could give various federal, state and lo- 
cal government* time to develop cooper- 
ative plans and allocate monies to pre- 
vent the kind of flooding which hit both 
Cook and DuPage Counties Aug. 25. 


The proposal was taken under advise- 


ment by those attending the meeting and 
a decision on this and other proposals 
would be made within a week to 10 days, 
according to Sen. John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington. 


Graham, who called the meeting to 


achieve a "spirit of cooperation" and to 
"solve a problem too large for any one of 
us or any one group alone," said there 
was enough blame to go around for the 
major flooding that has occurred in the 
past. 


"I'm not going to say to.you today that 


we can solve the problem tomorrow, be- 
cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth but 


to guide it," Graham said. "I have great 


compassion for those people who were 
hit by flooding. There will be subsequent 
meetings held to solve these problems." 


The three hour meeting included repre- 


sentatives of the governmental agencies 
most responsible for flood control and 
state legislators and officials of the sev- 
eral municipalities most affected by the 
recent flooding. 


A SLIDE PRESENTATION by Tom 


Hamilton of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service dramatized to the 75 persons at- 
tending the meeting the effect on lives 
and property that resulted from the Aug. 
25 floods. 


The slides showed a flood plain with 


homes built right next to them. "The guy

Seeks To Prevent The Study 


In a last ditch effort to prevent an air- 


port expansion feasibility study, Jane 
Murphy will present petitions signed by 
1,000 local residents when the village 
board meets tomorrow. 


Last week, however, Mrs. Murphy re- 


fused to let members of the airport study 
committee read the text of the petition. 
"You'll see it Tuesday" retorted Mrs. 
Murphy during one of several heated ex- 
changes at Thursday's airport committee 
meeting. 


A g a i n Mrs. Murphy questioned 


the propriety of a committee which she 
describes as consisting of persons mostly 
associated with aviation. She said mem- 
bership should have included a cross sec- 
tion of the community. 


She charged that Howard, Needles, 


Tammen and Bergendoff, consultants se- 
lected to perform the study, are "mem- 
bers of the Chicago Cross Town Associ- 
ation" and said, though that might not 
disqualify the firm, at least indicates 
support of the controversial Cross Town 
Project. 


Committee member Bob Starzyk ex- 


plained, however, that the firm is acting 
as consultant engaged to do a feasibility 
study in the Cross Town question and is 
not a member of the association. 


MRS. MURPHY said she objects to the 


idea that hospitals and schools, in her 
opinion, will not receive adequate consid- 
eration in the study. Committee mem- 
bers told her Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) guidelines, which are com- 
prehensive, will be used. 


Mrs. Murphy suggested adequate con- 


sideration was not being given to noise 
from O'Harr International Airport and 
noted that committee members have not 
made any attempt to obtain certain re- 
ports and other literature she has recom- 
mended to them. 


Piqued by frequent interruptions from 


Mrs. Murphy, the committee emphasized 
that members were meeting to deliber- 
ate on selection of a consulting firm. 
They also stressed that adequate time 
for objections will be provided in public' 
hearings prior to site selection and vil- 
lage acquisition. 


Eight other area residents also attend- 


ed the study committee meeting. 


Ledgerwood- and others have stressed 


that all records and materials being used 
by the committee are open to the public 
and may be examined on request. 
"Apparently that is not true, though, of 
Mrs. Murphy's petitions," he observed.

committee chairman Ray LeBeau. 


Two-thirds of the study's cost will be 


paid through an FAA planning grant; 
one-sixth will be picked up by the Illinois 
Department of Aeronautics, and the re- 
mainder will come from the village as 
project sponsor. That portion will come 
from a revenue bond program and will 
cause no taxpayer burden. 


IN THE HNT&B study plan, the exist- 


ing privately owned Schaumburg Airport 
will be considered first. If that site is 
found unworkable for an expanded oper- 
ation, other locations then will be consid- 
ered. 


HNT&B was deemed preferable by a 


majority of the committee due to pre- 
vious experience in FAA master plan- 
ning grant projects. 


The firm also will prepare a forecast 


of demand for the Northwest suburbs 
and an analysis of the demand for an 
airport in the community. 


A comprehensive environmental study 


also will be included, as required by the 
FAA. 


HNT&B was the choice of LeBeau and 


committee members Bob Starzyk, Ron 
DeBrincat and Tim Smith, as well as 
Trustee Denis Ledgerwood, who served 
as committee chairman until appointed 
to the village board last month. Bob 
Sanders was the lone committee member 
voting in favor of the Vickrey-Wines- 
Thompson combination.

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in a bad spot until it's too late," Ham- 
ilton said.

Hamilton pointed to the shock 
on the man's face. "It's all our faults, 
collectively," Hamilton said. 


Jack Walsh, former mayor of Arling- 


ton Heights and now assistant director of 
Local Government Affairs, represented 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie at the meeting. He 
read from a text prepared by the gover- 
nor in which he placed the blame for 
flooding problems on different leople. 


"LET US ALL agree that while we 


work together to solve a problem, a mea- 
sure of responsibility exists for what hap- 
pened," part of the statement reads. 


"For example, many of the damaged 


homes were built in the natural flood 
plains. Why? Too many local govern- 
ments were unwilling to use flood plains 
for recreational purposes but rather 
allowed residential development.

were ignored as municipal tax revenues 
were sought at the expense of con- 
fronting honestly the difficult issue of 
flood plain development. Developers did 
not hesitate to build in these areas and 
sell to unsuspecting buyers. And home- 
owners themselves failed to delve deeply 
into possible problems in the locations of 
homes they purchased," the statement 
said. 


Third Dist. State Reps. David Regner, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Eugenia Chap- 
man, D-Arlington Heights, and Arlington 
Heights mayor John Woods, all ex- 
pressed support of the meeting and 
hoped that a viable solution could be 
found. 


"IN THE PAST several years," Reg- 


ner said, "We've had piecemeal solu- 
tions. I'm delighted to see today the ex- 
change of information. It's a great step 
forward toward putting the pieces togeth- 
er." 


Mrs. Chapman said, "we need to do 


what we're doing but faster and by 
spending more money. What we've done 
isn't enough. We must change our prior- 
ities, put the heat on, to put the attention 
on flooding. We have to keep this alive in 
dry time as well as wet." 


Woods said he was encouraged by the 


meeting and that either higher taxes are 
needed or money must be taken away 
from other concerns such as education if 
the flooding problem is to be solved.

Politics Rears 
In The Pulpit 


We regret to see that efforts to 


obtain 
public aid for 
private 


schools have moved into the pulpit. 
In more than one area church, 
petitions supporting a federal tax 
credit for parents of children at- 
tending private schools were col- 
lected in the vestibule of the 
church following Sunday services. 


This was done after a letter from 


U.S. Rep 
Roman 
C. Pucmski, 


sponsor of the plan, was printed in 
the church bulletin and the pastor 
urged signing of the petitions from 
the pulpit. 


Pucmski's bill, which has the 


support of U S. Rep. Wilbur Mills, 
D-Arkansas, C h a i r m a n of the 
House 
Ways and 
Means 
Com- 


mittee, would provide tax credits 
of up to $200 for tuition for each 
child in a parochial school 


While we have opposed the prin- 


ciple of diverting public taxes to 
the aid of private schools, that is 
not the issue raised by the Pu- 
cinski letter to the churches. 


We continue to believe that pri- 


vate schools, although in financial 
difficulties, should not receive pub- 
lic money, especially when public 
schools, which are the .responsi- 
bility of the state, are also in dire 
need of better financing. 


Whether that belief prevails in 


Congress, however, we do not be- 


lieve that the place to debate the 
issue or to campaign for it is in the 
churches. 


Certainly, members of any con- 


gregation and individual clergy- 
men have every right as citizens to 
argue their viewpoint and to peti- 
tion their elected officials for or 
against "parochiaid" or any other 
issue. 


In a recent Supreme Court rul- 


ing, parochiaid plans in two states 
were struck down because the 
court said they constituted "ex- 
cessive entanglement" of the state 
in affairs of the church. 


We believe the churches should 


also avoid excessive entanglement 
in affairs of the state. 


We do not presume to adyise pas- 


tors as to what topics are proper 
subject matter for guidance of 
their parishioners. 


However, promotion of specific 


legislation in connection with regu- 
lar services raises other questions. 
If it is proper to lobby from the 
pulpit for parochiaid legislation, 
why would it not be proper to cir- 
culate petitions in church on abor- 
tion laws? Or drugs? Or handguns? 


And if promotion of legislation is 


to be considered a proper function 
of Sunday worship services, why 
should not the services also be 
used to promote candidates for 
election? 


Learning By 'Sniffies' 


Having the sniffles is usually a 


good reason to keep a child out of 
school 
Having "Sniffles," 
how- 


ever, may now make a child enthu- 
siastic about going to school, espe- 
cially if he or she is a kindergar- 
tener or first-grader. 


A "Sniffle" is a picture which a 


child scratches and sniffs. Scratch- 
ing releases the odor — of a rose or 
an orange, etc. At the same time 
he learns the odor and shape of an 
object, the child learns letters of 
its name. 


It's part of a new multisensory 


approach to learning the alphabet 
called "Beginning to Read, Write 
and Listen," developed by a young 
teacher, Pleasant R. Rowland, in 
conjunction with Boston Education- 
al Research Co. and currently 
being marketed around the country 
by Lippincott. 


In her own experience, Miss 


Rowland found that many young- 
sters are "turned off" from read- 
ing at an early age because the 
materials they use in school are 
uninteresting 
and 
disappointing 


compared to more stimulating ac- 
tivities outside of school. 


The result is that many children 


lack a thorough understanding of 
the alphabet, the most basic ele- 
ment of our written language. 


In addition to "Sniffles," 
to 


smell, the "Beginning" package in- 
cludes glittery letters to touch, 
magic slates to write on, three-di- 
mensional pop-outs to construct, 
sounds on cassettes and projects to 
share with parents. 


The idea of the multisensory ap- 


proach is to capture the entire 
imagination and interest of a child 
at the very beginning of his formal 
education, where it counts most. 


Aii Earthquake To Top Them All 


What was the worst earthquake 


ever to hit the United States? 


Not the San Francisco jolt of 


1906. It was the New Madrid ,111., 
earthquake of 1811 — at least, ac- 
cording to a Ph.D. 
study by a 


Southern Illinois University 
stu- 


dent, Wayne Viitanen, who sifted 
through eyewitness accounts and 
records in four states. 


At the Mississippi port of New 


Madrid, a 30-foot wave swamped 
barges, flatboats and keelboats. 
The river hissed, boiled and turned 
a muddy red. Islands disappeared. 
Banks crumbled. At places, the 
mighty Mississippi itself 
flowed 


backwards. Much land was ruined 
for cultivation for y«w» to 


Yet though every building within 


50,000 square miles of New Madrid 
was destroyed and shocks were re- 
ported as far away as Boston, few- 
er than 100 settlers and Indians 
died in the sparsely inhabited re- 
gion. 


Among other phenomena was an 


amazing religious revival, 
sup- 


ported by the belief that the quake 
was a sign of God's displeasure. 
Preachers, says Viitanen, "reaped 
a harvest of souls." Many so-called 
"Earthquake 
Christians," 
alas, 


were to slide back into sin once the 
ground settled down. 


You don't hardly see earth- 


ctuakes like thai anymore.

When I recently received my tradition- 


al assignment of writing an article about 
Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New Year, 
and Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, 
I drew a blank. 


"What can I write about that is a bit 


different?" I thought. 


Last year I wrote about my own holi- 


day experience's in Israel. 


The year before I wrote a historical 


article.

What to do this year? 
I phoned my father long distance and 


asked for a few ideas. He had none, but 
promised to think about it and phone me 
the next day if he thought of anything.

and then he took my question home to 
the rest of the family that night at din- 
ner. 


My youngest brother, 16, said that he 


didn't feel the holidays were worthwhile. 


"If you're only going to recognize one 
time of the year to be a good person, 
then it's kind of a waste," he said. 


Indeed, this could well be the attitude 


of many idealistic young Jews through- 
out the nation. They see what they be- 
lieve to be the hypocrisy of organized re- 
ligion — and the problem is not only in 
Judaism, but other religions as well. Are 
these views news?

Rips Teacher Evaluation 


The third of a series of education arti- 


cles by Betsy Brooker appeared in the 
August 23 issue of the Herald and dealt 
with a topic that should be brought to the 
light of public scrutiny. The difficulties 
of evaluating teachers have been re- 
peated by school administrators for 
many years and teachers reinforce this 
myth in a manner that perpetuates a 
viewpoint as irrelevant and invalid as 
the psuedo science of alchemy. 


What comes through loud and clear is 


that school people do not like to be eval- 
uated and it appears they have entered 
into an informal, mutually beneficial, 
conspiracy to deceive the public and con- 
vince themselves that it can't be done. 
Their comments reflect nothing more 
than an effort to rationalize ineptness in 
this facet of their professional skills and 
training. The majority of school admin- 
s t r a t o r s avoid anything that even 
comes close to rigorous evaluation of 
staff with greater zeal than they would a 
plague. They give a great deal of lip ser- 
vice to the process but not very much 
effort. 


The disheartening picture painted by 


the educators interviewed is difficult 
for me to accept as a taxpayer in both 
districts 21 and 214. I want more from 
my tax dollar and the surest way for this 
to happen is to improve the account- 
ability of schools to then- public. It just 
so happens that the evaluation of teach- 
ers is an important, no, the most impor- 
tant, cog in the process. 


If, as we all say, teachers are the key 


to good education, then it is an absolute 
imperative they be evaluated as well as 
contemporary knowledge and technology 
allow. More money can be wasted by a 
school district with 25-40 per cent of their 
teachers being borderline and ineffectual 
(but nice!) members of their staff than 
by all the cost accounting, eliminating of 
program "frills," or increases in class 
size put together. 


Teachers' salaries make up 85-90 per 


cent of most district's budgets, and if 
you expect real economies to be effected, 
the most logical place to look is in the 
area of greatest expenditure - teachers' 
salaries. I would rather pay good teach- 
ers more money than pay "average" sal- 
aries to the mediocre. If there is one 
thing that is a Ml in education it is 
carrying a lot deadwood on the teaching 
staff. 


Aside from the financial aspect of the 


situation, when one considers the irrepa- 
rable educational damage done by many 


of the virtual incompetents who occupy a 
classroom, it is inestimable. I want the 
best for my children. I have paid for it, 
gladly, but I want true value for it. 


I'm sick of the mentality of mediocrity 


that pervades the unionization process of 
the teaching ranks. And this frame of 
reference will only tend to be perpetu- 
ated by schools as long as they don't get 
down to the real issue of accountability . 
. . accountable to the taxpayer and to 
their own professional standards that sit 
rotting on a shelf somewhere. 


When did you last hear of a teacher's 


organization purging itself of an in- 
competent? Hardly! What happens is 
that when some administrator gets the 
nerve to separate one of these borderline 
people, the whole organization galvanizes 
against this intrusion into their "profes- 
sional rights" (but who is caring about 
the kids?) forgetting that their code of 
ethics places this responsibility on their 
shoulders. When the IEA and the AFT 
concern themselves with more than their 
self-serving vested interests they will, 
perhaps, be on the way toward real pro- 
fessionalism. 


I guess I'm a malcontent, but I didn't 


like what I read hi that article at all. 


What really frustrates me is the relative 
ignorance of the educators whose views 
were expressed regarding the current 
status of the process of evaluating teach- 
ers in our schools. I happen to be aware 
of the fact that there are several sys 
terns of evaluating teachers that alle- 
viate every one of their concerns. They 
are not totally infallible but they are far 
better than that which was described in 
the article! 


It is not the deep dark mystery they 


have made it seem. There have been 
over 2,000 research studies done on the 
topic since the turn of the century with 
about 40 added each year. Articles about 
evaluation and supervision are published 
in the professional journals every month 
of every yt>ar, or close to it. It's just that 
their views seem to underscore the truth 
of the viewpoint many hold (within the 
profession, too) that the schools are 
about 50 years behind in most things, so 
maybe it is too much to expect that our 
schools would be any different! What 
was revealed in their views is that our 
schools have not yet left the Dark Ages 
of Pedagogy — and our kids suffer for it.

At my family's discussion, my father 


suggested that Rosh Hashanah and Yom 
Kippur be taken as days of moral in- 
ventory to see what kind of a person one 
had been for the past year and how he 
could improve himself. My brother 
agreed. 


And my father, who is a student of 


Judaism as well as other religions, 
added: "Probably the most important 
thing about these holidays is that one 
does not ask for the forgiveness of God 
for sins the man has committed against 
other men. He can only ask for for- 
giveness for himself for sins against God. 


"It is very difficult to ask forgiveness 


from another person. But is very easy 
to ask forgiveness from God. If a person 
uses the week between Rosh Hashanah 
and Yom Kippur as a guide for the rest 
of the year, if not for your whole life, it 
would be a good thing " 


For Jewish people, then, the holiday of 


Rosh Hashanah is the time to make 
amends to fellow men, for the relation- 
ships between members of the human 
race are more important than any other 
relationships that can exist. 


God can forgive sins against himself, 


but most sins are not of this nature. Most 
sins are among men, or man against 
himself, or man against his environment 


"Man must know," said my father, 


"that by overeating or overdrinking or 
polluting the atmosphere he is only 
harming himself." 


And then Dad added: "Man can't be

NEW YORK (UPI) _ The populist 


theme that "big business is bad and the 
bigger It gets the badder it gets" 
recently has evoked strong rebuttal from 
the other side. Big business apparently 
has decided to come out of the closet and 
fight back. 


Recent targets of the corporate rebut- 


tal are political candidates who charge 
that business is a beneficiary of rather 
than a heavy contributor to taxation. 


Bethlehem Steel Corp. has begun to 


"mobilize" what its chairman, Stewart 
S. Cort, calls "truth squads." 


Their job, according to Cort, will be to 


refute "the careless rhetoric and accusa- 
tion that are being thrown around these 
days — their main target being the busi- 
ness community." 


Cort criticized remarks he attributed 


to an unnamed political aspirant who al- 
legedly said, "The time has come for a 
tax system that says to big business, 
'you must pay your fair share.' " 


CORT SAYS, "My own company has 


been tagged wth this kind of tax non- 
sense despite the fact that over the last 
10 years our taxes have averaged $37 
million a year more than our net income. 
Our total tax bill added up to nearly $200 
million last year, $155 million in 1970 and 
more than $1.7 billion for the 10 years 
from 1962 through 1971." 


Another leading businessman who has 


taken on critics of business is Harold S. 
Geneen, chairman of the giant Inter- 
national Telephone & Telegraph. 


ITT has come under strong pressure 


V. S. Foreign Trade Deficit 
Still Climbing: Newsletter 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


recently reported on the U.S. trade defi- 
cit and U.S. imports of steel in its most 
recent International Newsletter. 


The U.S. foreign trade deficit contin- 


ued to build in July, as imports exceeded 
exports by $342 million, the smallest defi- 
cit since January. The average monthly 
trade deficit for the first seven months of 
1972 was $555 million. Record-high im- 
ports, at an annual rate of $54.7 billion, 
were 1,5 per cent above the June figure 
and 20.3 per cent above July 1971. 


Exports were at the third highest level 


on record during July — at an annual 
rate of $48.2 billion they were 3.1 per 
cent above June, and 15.2 per cent over 
July 1971. 


E X P O R T S DURING January-July 


were 7 per cent above the same period a 
year ago. Imports during the same peri- 
od were 19.2 per cent ahead of the first 
seven months of 1971. The trade deficit 
for the first seven months of 1972 was 
$3.9 billion, $1.8 billion greater than the 
total deficit in 1971. 


The rise in imports during this year 


has been paced by continued rapid ad-

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vances in the dollar value of consumer 
goods, mainly automobiles, industrial 
supplies such as petroleum, capital goods 
such as machinery, and food products. 
While automobile imports from Japan 
and Europe have leveled off since last 
year, their dollar value continues to in- 
crease over a year ago because of the 
dollar devaluation and a move to more 
expensive models! Auto imports from 
Canada continue strong because of boom- 
ing U.S.-type auto sales. Gains in ex- 
ports were especially concentrated in 
capital goods and agricultural products. 


U.S. IMPORTS of steel during the first 


half of 1972 declined from a year ago. 
The "voluntary" restriction on exports to 
the United States that was agreed to by 
steel producers in Japan, Britain, and 
the European Common Market is credit- 
ed by U.S. steel industry sources as hav- 
ing been a major factor. Another factor 
that affected the decline was the stock- 
piling that occurred during the first half 
of last year in anticipation of a domestic 
steel strike. 


Import tonnage from Japan decreased 


over 20 per cent from a year ago, and 
tonnage from Britain and the Common 
Market was down more than 26 per cent. 
In addition, the dollar value of steel im- 
ports was down 7 per cent for Japan, and 
13 per cent for Britain and the Common 
Market. 


Foreign steel exporters that are par- 


ties to the "voluntary" 
restrictions 


agreed to hold steel shipments to the 
United States to a 2.5 per cent annual 
growth rate through 1974. This means 
they may ship nearly 13.2 million tons to 
the United States during 1972. During the 
first six months, 44 per cent of the allow- 
able total, 5.8 million tons, entered the 
United States. 
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from the government with regard to its 
many holdings and has been forced to 
divest some of its holdings because of 
alleged antitrust violations. 


Says Geneen, "Ironically enough, the 


very antitrust laws which were created to 
promote competition are, in this manner, 
used to restrict competition. Used in this 
manner they will prevent the fullest, 
most efficient use of our national re- 
sources in domestic and world markets." 


MONOPOLIES, according to consumer 


advocate Ralph Nader, bilk the Ameri- 
can consumer out of $48 to $60 billion 
yearly in lost goods and services. 


But Henry G. Manne, professor of law 


at the University of Rochester and an 
economist, says Nader's position on that 
is invalid. "I don't think there are many 
private monopolies in this country," 
Manne told UPI, "but I think there are a 
lot of government-supported mono- 
polies." He cited socialized medicine and 
the defense industry as examples. 


Perhaps the main reason corporations 


have begun voicing opposition to populist 
criticism was summed up by ITT's Gen- 
een when he said: 


"The important threat again is a will- 


ingness to attack business without real 
facts ... if business can be attacked ... 
on the basis of supposed harmful social 
effects, then we have a personal inter- 
pretation, not enforcement by law. We 
have taken, then, the first serious step 
toward complete socialization of this free 
enterprise system that has served us this 
long, so well." 


Nearing 65? Sign Up 
Early For Medicare

If you or anyone of your acquaintance 


is nearing 65, remember you risk losing 
valuable protection by failure to sign up 
early for Medicare. 


To be covered under the federal pro- 


gram, an individual can't wait until he or 
she is 65, but must enroll well before that 
birthday, the Health Insurance Institute 
cautions. 


It's possible to enroll as soon as you're 


within three months of your 65th birth- 
day. It's mandatory to enroll some time 
within the next two months. If you show 
up to enroll later than one month prior to 
your birthday, you've waited too long. 


The individual who fails to enroll by 


that time will have lost at least one 
month's protection and will have to foot 
the bills for any medical or hospital care 
that's needed during this gap period. 


THERE'S further penalty for those 


who haven't signed up within three 
months after the 65th birthday. They 
may not be able to enroll for as long as 
one year. In addition to the lost protec- 
tion there's a good change that pre- 
miums will be higher. 


While Medicare and Medicaid are now 


covering around 60 per cent of the cost of 
hospital care and physicians' charges for 
the 65-and-over, there's evidence in re- 
cent figures from the Social Security Ad- 
ministration that out-of-pocket expenses 
are still a substantial item — one that 
has to be taken into account in planning 
retirement finances. 


In fiscal 11971, says the SSA, the aver- 


age medical bill for a person 65 or older 
was $861. That was more than six times 
as much as the medical expenses of the 
under-19 youth group ($140), and 2V2 
times as much as was spent by those 
between 19 and 64 ($323). 


BEFORE passage of the Medicare and 


Medicaid laws in 1966 older people were 
out-of-pocket for about half their medical 
expenses. In 1971, reimbursements by 
federal programs and private insurance 
cut their out-of-pocket share to about 
one-fourth. Yet, because of escalating 
medical costs, the dollar total was nearly 
the same - $234 in 1966, $225 in 1971. 


Thus the typical retired couple would 


seem to be spending $450 a year, out of 
pocket, to pay for health care. The aver- 


age payment to a retired couple will be 
about $271, after the 20 per cent increase 
in September, according to the SSA.

Embezzler 
Confesses — 
Gets Tax Break 


Honesty is the best policy, a confessed 


embezzler has learned from a recent Tax 
Court decision. 


The ruling held that the embezzler was 


not required to pay income tax on funds 
which'he had admittedly embezzled and 
already spent. The reason — in the same 
year that he embezzled the funds he re- 
pented, signed a confession of judgment 
for the amount he had taken, and agreed 
to reimburse his victim, Commerce 
Clearing House, reports. 


The irony of the decision, CCH reports, 


is that the court apparently felt com- 
peted to legitimize the crime by finding 
that-the signing of a confession of judg- 
ment transforms "embezzlement" into 
an ordinary "debt transaction" as far as 
income tax liability is concerned. If he 
had not pursued this course of action, the 
repentant embezzler would have been 
liable for income tax on the funds he had 
stolen. 


CCH notes that this case is a further 


step in the direction of obliterating the 
difference in the treatment of legally vs. 
illegally obtained funds for taxation pur- 
poses. 


In addition to embezzled funds, gains 


derived from conducting an illegal busi- 
ness or from other illegal transactions 
are taxable as income, CCH points out. 


Among transactions and businesses to 


which this rule has been applied are ille- 
gal liquor sales, protection payments, 
graft to political leaders, premiums for 
unlawful insurance policies, black mar- 
ket gains, sweepstakes winnings, race- 
track bookmaking, swindler's proceeds, 
money received by labor officials for 
noninterference, extortion money, ran- 
som to kidnappers, proceeds from sales 
of stolen property, gambling and kick- 
backs.

body. It's true that in many small towns 
doctors just don't have the time to deal 
with such complex, time consuming 
problems.

help you gain access to the different 
kinds of treatment you might need. I 
don't think anyone should ignore this 
problem.

That's saying something at a school 


which in only six years of existence has 
tucked away a championship, runnerup 
honor and several other high finishes in 
state final competition.

For 'Break'

MONTGOMERY, Ala. -The Preacher 


is wondering if he'll be able to follow in 
the Deacon's footsteps to the major 
leagues. 


The Preacher is little Jerry Donahue, 


relief specialist de luxe for the past three 
years for the Southern League's Mont- 
gomery Rebels. 


The Deacon is Jerry's father, John Do-

ever accomplished. The pressure will be 
on Nebraska as every opponent will do 
its best to end the Cornhuskers' long win- 
ning streak. 


I was fortunate to win successive na- 


tional titles at Oklahoma in 1955 and 
1956, and I realize the tremendous pres- 
sure facing the coaching staff and team. 


There are several advantages Nebras- 


ka will have as the season begins. And 
the biggest one is pride. They know they 
can win. They have the winning attitude 
which is so important. If they can sur- 
vive an early upset, the chances are 
good for another perfect season. Nebras- 
ka's opponents will hit hard in every 
game and this pressure will enable Ne- 
braska to become accustomed to this 
type of play. 


Several key players are gone from the 


Nebraska squad of last year, including 
quarterback Jerry Tagge, one of those 
rare individuals whose greatest attribut- 
es don't show on a computer or on the 
program roster.

Propose Moratorium On Flood Plain Construction 


A moratorium on future construction 


projects on flood plains in Cook County 
was proposed Saturday at a major meet- 
ing of area legislators and governmental 
officials who are studying flooding prob- 
lems in the area. 


The moratorium, it was suggested, 


could give various federal, state and lo- 
cal governments time to develop cooper- 
ative plans and allocate monies to pre- 
vent the kind of flooding which hit both 
Cook and DuPage Counties Aug. 25. 


The proposal was taken under advise- 


ment by those attending the meeting and 
a decision on this and other proposals 
would be made within a week to 10 days, 
according to Sen. John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington. 


Graham, who called the meeting to 


achieve a "spirit of cooperation" and to 
"solve a problem too large for any one of 
us or any one group alone," said there 
was enough blame to go around for the 


major flooding that has occurred in the 
past. 


"I'm not going to say to you today that 


we can solve the problem tomorrow, be- 
cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth but 


to guide it," Graham said. "I have great 
compassion for those people who were 
hit by flooding. There will be subsequent 
meetings held to solve these problems." 


The three hour meeting included repre- 


sentatives of the governmental agencies 
most responsible for flood control and 
state legislators and officials of the sev- 
eral municipalities most affected by the 
recent flooding. 


A SLIDE PRESENTATION by Tom 


Hamilton of the U.S.1 Soil Conservation 
Service dramatized to the 75 persons at- 
tending the meeting the effect on lives 
and property that resulted from the Aug. 
25 floods. 


The slides showed a flood plain with 


homes built right next to them. "The guy 
who buys a home there won't know he's 
in a bad spot until it's too late," Ham- 
ilton said. He also showed a man in 
Wood Dale who had just returned from a 
vacation to find all his furniture ruined, 
his basement flooded and other valuables 
destroyed. Hamilton pointed to the shock 
on the man's face. "It's all our faults, 
collectively," Hamilton said. 


Jack Walsh, former mayor of Arling- 


ton Heights and now assistant director of 
Local Government Affairs, represented 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie at the meeting. He 
read from a text prepared by the gover- 
nor in which he placed the blame for 
flooding problems on different leople. 


"LET US ALL agree that while we 


work together to solve a problem, a mea- 
sure of responsibility exists for what hap- 
pened," part of the statement reads. 


"For example, many of the damaged 


homes were built in the natural flood 
plains. Why? Too many local govern- 
ments were unwilling to use flood plains 
for recreational purposes but rather 
allowed residential development. 


"Recommendations 
from 
planners 


were ignored as municipal tax revenues 
were sought at the expense of con- 
fronting honestly the difficult issue of 
flood plain development. Developers did 
not hesitate to build in these areas and 
sell to unsuspecting buyers. And home- 
owners themselves failed to delve deeply 
into possible problems in the locations of 
homes they purchased," the statement 
said. 


Third Dist. State Reps. David Regner, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Eugenia Chap- 


man, D-Arlington Heights, and Arlington 
Heights mayor John Woods, all ex- 
pressed support of the meeting and 
hoped that a viable solution could be 
found. 


"IN THE PAST several years," Reg- 


ner said, "We've had piecemeal solu- 
tions. I'm delighted to see today the ex- 
change of information. It's a great step 
forward toward putting the pieces togeth- 
er." 


Mrs. Chapman said, "we need to do 


what we're doing but faster and by 
spending more money. What we've done 
isn't enough. We must change our prior- 
ities, put the heat on, to put the attention 
on flooding. We have to keep this alive in 
dry time as well as wet." 


Woods said he was encouraged by the 


meeting and that either higher taxes are 
needed or money must be taken away 
from other concerns such as education if 
the flooding problem is to be solved. 


Employment Plan 
A Success: Youth 


The Elk Grove Township Employment 


Service has been a success, said Paul 
Paprocki, township youth worker. 


The service was established during the 


summer as a clearinghouse for teen 
workers, matching teens with prospec- 
tive 
employers. Although it was established 
in the summer, the service will continue 
through the school year. 


Since the service was established, 


more than 135 township teenagers ap- 
plied for work. About 80 per cent of the 
teens were contacted at least once for 
employment. 


Paprocki said he was still accepting 


applications for work. 


The service made an active effort to 


contact both the teens and employers. 
More than 5,000 leaflets were distributed 
throughout the township. Some 500 let- 


ters were sent to business firms in the 
township. 


Most of the job offers were in response 


to the letters sent to the businesses. 


ONE PROBLEM the service is ex- 


periencing, said Paprocki, is that many 
of the firms wanted full-time permanent 
help rather than the part-time, tempora- 
ry work that the teens required. 


Copies of job orders wanting full-time 


employees, especially if the request was 
for an older person, were given to the 
general assistance department at the 
township. An effort was made through 
this department to offer jobs to persons 
now receiving public assistance through 
the township.

Don Moy Lives By U.S. Proverb

During the dinner hour most every 


evening, a small Chinese man stands in- 
side the ornately decorated foyer of a 
Cantonese restaurant in Rolling Mead- 
ows. His name is Don Moy and since 
opening the business some two months 
ago he has worked there from morning 
until night. 


His drive stems from an old American 


proverb, he says — one that was whis- 
pered in his ear while on an immigration 
flight from Hong Kong to the United 
States a decade ago. 


"I was sitting next to an American and 


started talking to him," Moy recalls, in 
speech flavored by his Oriental up- 


bringing. "And he told me the proverb 
which has become his business guide- 
line: "In America anybody has a chance 
to get on top but it is really easy to go 
down." 


MOY SAYS he has kept that adage in 


mind ever since he set foot in the United 
States in 1962. And he has spread the 
word to his children, many of whom 
work alongside him at his establishment. 


"We work together to keep everthing 


in order and keep on top," he said ges- 
turing to the elaborate establishment 
decorated with merchandise imported 
from Hong Kong. 


Moy however, is captain of his ship, 


and he refers to the Chinese custom that 
the father is the family leader. He ad- 


mits the Chinese family system of work- 
ing together is tailormade for Moy and 
his new restaurant. 


On a given day, you likely will find his 


wife working somewhere in the estab- 
lishment. His daughter Anita works as 
the chief hostess. Sons, Alan, John and 
Danny also are employed there when not 
attending school. His son-in-law and part- 
ner Jack Moy is the chief cook. 


The state of affairs hasn't always look- 


ed as promising for the Moy family as 
today. In 1962, after moving to Rolling 
Meadows business was slow. 'Very hard, 
only a living," according to Moy.

R-Arlington Heights, Friday 
disagreed 


with an estimate by State Supt. of Public 
Instruction Michael Bakalis that the cost 
of parochiaid msy be double the amount 
appropriated by the Legislature. 


"The amount that will be spent will not 


be the amount Dr. Bakalis is estimat- 
ing," Schlickman said. "It will be the 
amount appropriated." 


On Thursday, Bakalis estimated that 


the cost of parochiaid, if it is approved 
by the state's courts, may run $60 million 
a year instead of the $30 million set aside 
by the Legislature. 


Three parochiaid bills, providing mon- 


ey for textbooks, aid to low income fami- 
lies with children in non-public schools, 
and innovative education programs, were 
passed last spring by the Legislature. 
Schlickman was one of the main spon- 
sors of the measures. 


SCHLICKMAN said Friday the bills 


providing money for textbooks and cash 
grants to poor families both have clauses 
providing that if the amount requested 
exceeds the amount appropriated, the 
grants will be reduced proportionately 
among all those applying. 


In addition, he said, "There is no ques- 


tion but that the whole $30 million won't 
be spent this year because we're having 
trouble getting the program started." 


Funds for the parochiaid programs are 


being held up by State Auditor Michael 
Howlett pending the outcome of courts 
tests on its constitutionality. 


Since the school term already has 


started and students already have test- 
books, Schlickman said, "There will be 
no expenditures of state money for text- 
books for fall term, 1972, regardless of 
the outcome of the court tests." 


Under the law, parents must apply for 


aid in buying textbooks, which will then 
be furnished to parochial schools by local 
public schools, Echlickman said. The 
public schools will receive money from 
the state to pay for the books. 


Once the parochial school buys books, 


he said, there is no provision for reim- 
bursement of their cost.

Nine aerospace engineers are working 


for the Metropolitan Sanitary District.

industries for positions in environmental 
engineering at a senior level or above. 


The nine men will attend retraining 


They will then take 
civil service examinations and seek Illi- 
nois Professional Engineer registration 
In order to qualify for permanent post- 
ions with theMSD. 


MSD Trustee Chester P. Majewski said 


that the engineering retrainees have 
been employed by the district on a 
probationary civil service basis. The pay 
they receive will range from $554 to $613 
every other week. 


Part of the cost of the men's salaries 


will be paid by federal funds granted 
through the Technology Mobilization 
Reemployment Program, a unit of the 
Illinois State Employment Service. 


In addition to academic courses at the 


Illinois Institute of Technology, the men 
will receive specialized training at vari- 
ous MSD facilities. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said the sani- 


tary district's program is unique because 
it does not require that a candidate first 
attend a univesity for one or two years. 


"The district plan puts these men back 


to work immediately. With their back- 
ground in basic sciences and technology 
they can adapt to civil-sanitary engineer- 
ing disciplines through on-the-job train-

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Residents, Officials Try To 
Hammer Out Flood Solution 


by LYNN ASINOF 


After four hours rehashing flooding 


problems in Wheeling Thursday night, 
members of the village board once again 
said that lack of interagency cooperation 
and official red tape were the major 
stumbling blocks to a successful flood 
control plan in the village. 


M o r e than 170 village residents 


crowded into the municipal building's 
meeting room to attend the special board 
session on flooding. Representatives of 
t h e 
Metropolitan 
Sanitary 
District 


(MSD), the Soil Conservation District 
and Harza Engineering were also pre- 
sent. 


Trustee Bill Hein called the meeting to 


discuss flooding problems and proposed 
solutions to help alleviate the flooding. 


Although the meeting began with an 


orderly examination of flooding in vari- 
ous sections of Wheeling, the discussion 
eventually turned to reasons why the 
proposed solutions would not be com- 
pletely successful. 


AT FIRST the residents, some of them 


angry, presented their flooding problems 
and asked what the village intended to 
do to correct them. Talk of individual 
losses soon led to a discussion of the 
over-all problem in Wheeling. 


According to village officials, the suc- 


cess of any flood control effort revolves 
around getting the water in the Buffalo 
Creek-Wheeling Drainage Ditch to flow 
smoothly. While pipelines and retention 
basins will help reduce flooding in vari- 
ous parts of the village, the creek is es- 
sential to flood control because it is the 
only way Wheeling has to get rid of ex- 
cess water. 


To make the creek flow properly, it 


would have to be deepened and widened 
from Heritage Park all the way down- 
stream to the Des Plaines River. Plans 
for this deepening are under consid- 
eration, but there are several stumbling 
blocks in the way. 


Village officials have been having 


trouble obtaining easements to widen the 


creek on land south of the village. Be- 
cause the village does not have con- 
demnation rights outside its boundaries, 
it has no way to forcefully gain possess- 
ion of the easements. 


AT ONE TIME, the village officials 


thought the state was going to condemn 
the land for the project. This plan, how- 
ever, fell through. Now the village is con- 
sidering asking the MSD to use its con- 
demnation powers to gain the easements. 


Richard Lanyon, supervising engineer 


of .flood control for the MSD, told the 
people at the meeting he could not guar- 
antee that the MSD would condemn the 
land. "If you want us to do something, 
talk to my board of trustees," he said. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


village had postponed acting on this pro- 
posal because many residents had ob- 
jected to the removal of trees, which 
would be necessary for widening the 
creek. He said village officials are look- 
ing for "a plan more agreeable to the 
citizens." 


"We would be happy to use the con- 


demnation rights of MSD as soon as we 
know what we're doing," Passolt said. 


VILLAGE 
RESIDENTS also ques- 


tioned Lanyon about water backing up 
from the Des Plaines River into the 
creek. They claimed the pipe running 
from the creek into the river is lower 
than the water level of the river after 
heavy rains. Thus, they said, water does 
not flow into the river but backs up along 


^the creek. 


Lanyon, however, maintained that the 


river is lower than the creek and thus 
does not cause any back-up. This state- 
ment was disputed by many at the meet- 
ing, including Village Pres. Ted Scanlon. 


According to a representative of Harza 


Engineering, the unimproved state of the 
creek is responsible for the poor per- 
formance of the Heritage Park West re- 
tention basin. He maintained that the ba- 
sin was designed to work in conjunction 
with the improvements in the creek. 


The retention basin was built by the 


Hein Proposes Solutions 


Trustee Bill Hein presented several 


proposed solutions to Wheeling's flooding 
problems at the special board meeting 
Thursday night. 


For the Anthony Road area, which in- 


cludes Thelma Court and Robert Avenue, 
Hein proposed running an additional 
street sewer into the Husky Park reten- 
tion basin. He said flooding is caused be- 
cause the single street sewer cannot 
handle the volume of water draining 
from the area. 


For the Hollywood Ridge area, which 


runs along Valley Stream Drive, Hein 
said two retention basins being built to 
the north would reduce the amount of 
water draining into the creek. One basin 
will be built in the Arlington Heights 
Country Club by Buffalo Grove. The oth- 
er basin, proposed for Arlington Heights 
Road south of Checker Road, is still in 
the planning stages. 


In the Dunhurst area, Hein said flood- 


ing is caused because the street sewer 
mains are too small to handle heavy 
rainfalls. Thus, he said, the water backs 
up from the sewers into the street. Hein 
suggested that another 48-inch pipe be 
used to drain water off the Dunhurst 
streets. 


FLOODING IN the Meadowbrook and 


Wolf Road area comes directly from he 
creek. Hein suggested that three projects 
would help alleviate flooding in this area. 
First he proposed widening and deep- 
ening the creek with a minimum amount 
of tree removal. 


Hein said the Jeffrey Avenue Bridge 


would also have to be replaced by a 
structure that would not block the flow of 
water in the creek. The third part of this 
program includes improvements to the 
Heritage Park West retention basin. 


These improvements are being devel- 


oped by the village, and Hein said he 
hoped to be able to act on some of them 
shortly. 


village in cooperation with the MSD sev- 
eral years ago. Village officials have 
never been happy with the operation of 
the basin and have been asking for an 
as-built survey of the basin to see if it 
' was built according to specifications. 


THE AS-BUILT survey was finally de- 


livered to the village Thursday night. 
Lanyon said the survey shows the basin 
was built according to specifications with 
the exception of a small disposal area 
and a toboggan hill. 


At the meeting in July the MSD had 


been asked to investigate ways of im- 
proving the retention basin. The park 
district had said it would donate land to 
the village to enlarge the basin making it 
usable for recreation purposes. 


The MSD, however, rejected that pro- 


posal Thursday night in a letter from 
Forrest C. Neil, MSB's chief engineer. 
Neil recommended that a pumping sta- 
tion and force main be installed at the 
basin to control the basin's water level 
independently of the creek. This was the 
least expensive of the three proposed im- 
p r o v e m e n t s , costing an estimated 
$105,000. 


"IN REGARD TO expanding the size 


of Heritage Park Reservoir, we find the 
present volume sufficient to serve the tri- 
butary area," Neil wrote. 


Lorraine Lark, president of the park 


board, strongly protested the MSD rec- 
ommendation for a pumping station. "1 
cannot see why they will not go for a 24- 
acre lake," she said. "I think they are 
going for the easy way out." 


Mrs. Lark said the retention basin was 


an eyesore that did not function properly 
and "probably won't for the next 20 
years." She said the MSD originally had 
told the park district the basin could be 
used for recreational purposes, 


"That's how you promote these reten- 


tion basins," she said "Then you dig a, 
big hole, walk away and leave a mess. 
We've got a park district that is worth- 
less because the land isn't usable. When 
Meadowbrook West is going under, that 
retention basin is floating over the whole 
66 acres." 


MRS. LARK SAID the action of the 


park board is climaxing. "We're going to 
take formal action and it's going to be 
very soon," she said. 


Members of the audience, who had 


spent the first part of the meeting re- 
counting their flood losses with bitter hu- 
mor, tried to pin Lanyon dpwn about 
what could be done to solve Wheeling's 
problems. 


Lanyon took a non-commital stance, 


saying, "There is no one agency that has 
total power or the taxing revenues to 
solve these problems." 


When told that the people wanted an 


answer now and not hi 10 years, Lan- 
yon said, "I'm trying to tell you that 
you're not going to get it." 


"WE'VE GOT FLOOD plains all over 


the place, folks, and everyone is getting 
it," he said. 


Village Pres. Ted Scanlon said nothing 


would be accomplished in the way of an 
ffective flood control plan until everyone 
involved decided to cooperate. 


"It is my firm belief that no matter 


how many meetings we hold and no mat- 
ter how many retention basins we build, 
we are not going to solve this flooding 
problem," he said.

Wheeling Rd. 
Job Bids To 
Be Opened 


Bids will be opened tonight at the vil- 


lage board meeting for the realignment 
of Wheeling Road to connect with the in- 
tersection of McHenry and Dundee 
roads. 


The project, estimated to cost $551,000, 


will be financed with state motor fuel tax 
funds which are returned to municipal- 
ities on the basis of population. 


The project will include the widening 


of Dundee Road east and west of the 
planned intersection, as well as the wid- 
ening of McHenry Road north of the in- 
tersection. 


The project, which has been in the 


planning stages since 1965, is expected to 
normalize the flow of traffic in the area.

was enough blame to go around for the 
major flooding that has occurred in the 
past. 


"I'm not going to say to you today that 


we can solve the problem tomorrow, be- 
cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a* 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth but 


to guide it," Graham said. "I have great 
compassion for those people who were 
hit by flooding. There will be subsequent 
meetings held to solve these problems." 


The three hour meeting included repre- 


sentatives of the governmental agencies 
most responsible for flood control and 
state legislators and officials of the sev- 
eral municipalities most affected by the 
recent flooding. 


A SLIDE PRESENTATION by Tom 


Hamilton of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service dramatized to the 75 persons at- 
tending the meeting the effect on lives 
and property that resulted from the Aug. 
25 floods. 


The slides .showed a flood plain with 


homes built right next to them. "The guy 
who buys a home there won't know he's 
in a bad spot until it's too late," Ham- 
ilton said. He also showed a man in 
Wood Dale who had just returned from a 
vacation to find all his furniture ruined, 
his basement flooded and other valuables 
destroyed. Hamilton pointed to the shock 
on the man's face. "It's all our faults, 
collectively," Hamilton said. 


Jack Walsh, former mayor of Arling- 


ton Heights and now assistant director of 
Local Government Affairs, represented 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie at the meeting. He 
read from a text prepared by the gover- 
nor in which he placed the blame for 
flooding problems on different leople. 


"LET US ALL agree that while we 


work together to solve a problem, a mea- 
sure of responsibility exists for what hap- 
pened," part of the statement reads. 


"For example, many of the damaged 


homes were built in the natural flood 
plains. Why? Too many local govern- 
ments were unwilling to use flood plains 
for recreational purposes but rather 
allowed residential development. 


"Recommendations 
from 
planners 


were ignored as municipal tax revenues 
were sought at the expense of con- 
fronting honestly the difficult issue of 
flood plain development. Developers did 
not hesitate to build in these areas and 
sell to unsuspecting buyers. And home- 
owners themselves failed to delve deeply 
into possible problems in the locations of 


homes they purchased," the statement 
said. 


Third Dist. State Reps. David Regner, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Eugenia Chap- 
man, 
D-Arlington Heights, and Arlington 


Heights mayor John Woods, all ex- 
pressed support of the meeting and 
hoped that a viable solution could be 
found. 


"IN THE PAST several years," Reg- 


ner said, "We've had piecemeal solu- 
tions. I'm delighted to see today the ex- 
change of information. It's a great step 
forward toward putting the pieces togeth- 
er.' 


Mrs. Chapman said, "we need to do 


what we're doing but faster and by 
spending more money. What we've done 


isn't enough. We must change our prior- 
ities, put the heat on, to put the attention 
on flooding. We have to keep this alive in 
dry time as well as wet." 


Woods said he was encouraged by the 


meeting and that either higher taxes, are 
needed or money must be taken away 
from other concerns such as education if 
the flooding problem is to be solved.

Interstate 90 from the Chicago Loop to 
Dundee Road for the first time this 
weekend with the opening of the last leg 
of roadway from Nordic Road north to , 
Biesterfield Road in Elk Grove Village.

opened Friday afternoon to handle the 
heavy rush-hour traffic, which had been 
channeled onto the two-lane 111. Rte. 53. 


The last 4.4-mile section from Nordic 


to Biesterfield roads was completed by 
the Illinois Highway Department's mid- 
September target date at a cost of $4.2 
million. Rossi Construction Co. of North- 
lake was the general contractor for the 
project. 


The section in both Cook and DuPage 


counties completes the 106-mile Inter- 
state-90 which runs from Chicago to Be-

pressway and the Northwest Tollway. 


Illinois Transportation Sec. William 


Cellini said the opening of the final 
stretch of Interstate 90 marks completion 
'of more than 310 miles of interstate high- 
way in Illinois during the past three 
years. 


Interstate 90 will have several safety 


features, including grassy median strips 
to cut down glare from headlights of on- 


coming traffic and tapered bridge abut- 
ments to prevent vehicles from striking a 
bridge head-on.

"I think we can probably come to 


terms," said Bob Atterbury, head of the 
b a r g a i n i n g team for the Prospect 
Heights Education Association (HEA). "I 
think we can reach a compromise. We're 
willing to compromise, and we hope the 
board is also." 


"I'm always optimistic," said Henry 


Vallely, negotiator for the school board. 


Atterbury said the "outstanding" issue 


to be resolved is the amount of money in 
teachers' merit pay fund. Teachers have 
asked for a 2.6 per cent hike plus $25,000. 
The board's latest 
offer would give 


teachers the hike and $15,000 in the merit 
fund. 


Teachers last week voted to continue 


bargaining with the board for two more 
sessions. "If we don't have a settlement 
after two sessions, well go back to the 
teachers and ask them what to do," said 
Ilene Waite, PHEA president. 


The two sides started negotiations in 


March. The two teams already agreed to 
giving teachers 20 sick days plus two per- 
sonal leave days a year.

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Petitions Ask 
For Armstrong's 
Resignation 


by JILL BETTNER 


A group of Buffalo Grove residents is 


circulating petitions calling for the resig- 
nation of Village Pros. Gary Armstrong. 
The citizens think Armstrong cannot con- 
tinue to fulfill his duties as head of vil- 
lage government while working for a 
Northbrook development firm. 


Organized by several members of the 


Concerned Citizens for Buffalo Grove, 
the group hopes to use the pressure of 
public opinion to persuade Armstrong to 
give up his post. 


The group agreed their motive in ask- 


ing Armstrong to resign was to avoid es- 
tablishing a precedent that might lead to 
a conflict of interest situation involving 
future village presidents. 


ABOUT 70 persons attended the second 


meeting of the group Thursday evening 
at the Sriker Lanes bowling alley, The 
consensus after a lengthy discussion was 
that Armstrong has invited a possible 
conflict of interest by accepting a posi- 
tion as marketing director with James 
Otis Development Co. That firm recently 
gained permission to build a luxury mul- 
ti-family development in the northwest 
part of the village. 


One woman said, however, that she did 


not think Armstrong would allow the Otis 
firm to cause the village any hardships. 


"Armstrong was one of the first people 


in Strathmore, as we were, and he went 
through all the problems with Levitt that 
the past village president gave us," she 
said. "I'm certain he's not going to want 
to give anybody else these same prob- 
lems." 


Village trustee Ed Osmon refused to 


comment when he was asked for his 
opinion on the situation, saying he was at 
the meeting to observe and "get the 
opinion of the people." Osmon added he 
would discuss the issue with individuals, 
but he would not address the entire gath- 
ering. 


RAY MAHONEY. who directed the 


two-hour meeting, discussed the reputa- 
tion of the Otis firm, quoting Dunn and 
Bradstreet as saying the company has 
been in business since 1970, has four em- 
ployes and subcontracts all its work. Jim 
Otis worked for his father's development 
firm prior to establishing his own com- 
pany. Mahoney said. 


Mahoney claimed Armstrong went to 


Otis and asked for the position be now 
has in the company. He also said Arm- 
strong had been offered a position with 
Levitt & Sons. Inc., before being hired by 
Otis. Mahoney said the Levitt New York 
office had requested Armstrong to resign 
as village president and when he refused, 
the job offer was withdrawn. 


Answering the question of what kinds 


of jobs the president of the village could 
have that would legally constitute a con- 
flict of interest, local attorney Al Kezelis 
said: 


"The only thing that's illegal as far as 


I can tell from looking at the statutes of' 
the state of Illinois is to work for some- 
body that has actual contracts with,the 


village," Kezelis said. "That however, 
doesn't answer our problem. Ethics are 
intended to transcend law." 
"The Otis development was approved 
before Armstrong was solicited by Otis 
for the job," Kezelis continued, "There- 
fore the pre-annexation agreement was 
entered before Mr. Armstrong's engage- 
ment by Otis and that contract would not 
come within the particular statutory pro- 
vision." 


If the preannexation agreement was 


ever amended, Kezelis added, those 
amendments would be void and perhaps 
the whole contract would be void. 


HURT 
HARRIS,

member and developer, explained how 
he felt Armstrong might fac face a po- 
tential conflict of interest when new de- 
velopments are considered for annexa- 
tion. 


"Before a developer spends his money, 


he generally sits down with the village 
manager or village president to find out 
what the village wants," Harris said 


Referring to the proposed Swanson de- 


velopment which he said calls for some 
types of housing exactly like those 
planned by Otis, Harris said, "Village of- 
ficials will be able to exert some in- 
fluence over Swanson as to what kind of 
development they want him to design. 
HOw interested Would a village president 
be who now is going to be in direct com- 
petition with a developer who's coming 
in? How interested is he in saying to 
Swanson, 'we want you to build $50,000, 
not $20,000 houses,' because the $50,000 
houses are going to be in competition 
with Otis?" 


Francis then asked people to take peti- 


tions that had been prepared. The peti- 
tions read: 


"We, the undersigned, all being resi- 


dents of the Village of Buffalo Grove, 
counties of Cook or Lake, State of Illi- 
nois, hereby petition Mr. Gary Arm- 
strong, president of the aforementioned 
village, to resign his position as presi- 
dent. We feel that his position as Direc- 
tor of Marketing for Otis Corp. presents 
a conflict of interest that will prevent him 
from effectively and efficiently per- 
forming all of the duties of the office of 
President of the Village." 


Before deciding on petitioning as their 


course of action, the group discussed the 
possibility of removing Armstrong from 
office by some other means. 


"Based on the village rules that are in 


existence, he does not have to resign — 
we cannot force him to resign," said Wil- 
liam Francis, "The only avenue he's in- 
dicated he might consider is if there is 
enough heat put on him — enough objec- 
tion to this potential conflict of interest 
— that he would reconsider. That does 
not mean that he will resign, but he said 
he will reconsider." 


Mahoney estimated about 45 to 50 


people took petitions to be signed by vil- 
lage residents. The group intends to pre- 
sent the petitions to Armstrong at a vil- 
lage board meeting.

"I think the petitioning will be produc- 


tive," said Tom Damon. "If you have 
enough people sign the petition — like 
they said, bring enough heat to bear — 
then he'd have to resign. If he doesn't, 
then you just bring more heat." 


"I think we're going in the right direc- 


tion," said Lee Campo. 


Some people felt that a few ptople at 


the meeting had become too emotional. 
At one point, Gordon Tierney stood up 
and said he didn't like Armstrong and 
never had. One or two others expressed 
similar personal feelings. 


"They let things get out of hand," said 


one roan who wished to remain 


anonymous. "They went all around the 
board without coming to the issue-that 
was supposed to be discussed." 


"One thing that bothered me was that 


there were some emotions shown that 
shouldn't be," said Charlie Cushman.

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Flood Plain Construction 
Moratorium Is Proposed 


A moratorium on future construction 


projects on flood plains in Cook County 
was proposed Saturday at a major meet- 
ing of area legislators and governmental 
officials who are studying flooding prob- 
lems in the area. 


The moratorium, it was suggested, 


could give various federal, state and lo- 
cal governments time to develop cooper- 
ative plans and allocate monies to pre- 
vent the kind of flooding which hit both 
Cook and DuPage Counties Aug. 25. 


The proposal was taken under advise- 


ment by those attending the meeting and 
a decision on this and other proposals 
would be made within a week to 10 days, 
according to Sen. John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington. 


Graham, who called the meeting to 


achieve a "spirit of cooperation" and to 
"solve a problem too large for any one of 
us or any one group alone," said there 
was enough blame to go around for the 
major flooding that has occurred in the 
past. 


"I'm not going to say to you today that 


we can solve the problem tomorrow, be- 
cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth but 


to guide it," Graham said. "I have great 
compassion for those people who were 
hit by flooding. There will be subsequent 


meetings held to solve these problems." 


The three hour meeting included repre- 


sentatives of the governmental agencies 
most responsible for flood control and 
state legislators and officials of the sev- 
eral municipalities most affected by the 
recent flooding. 


A SLIDE PRESENTATION by Tom 


Hamilton of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service dramatized to the 75 persons at- 
tending the meeting the effect on lives 
and property that resulted from the Aug. 
25 floods. 


The slides showed a flood plain with 


homes built right next to them. "The guy 
who buys a home there won't know he's 
in a bad spot until it's too late," Ham- 
ilton said. He also showed a man hi 
Wood Dale who had just returned from a 
vacation to find all his furniture ruined, 
his basement flooded and other valuables 
destroyed. Hamilton pointed to the shock 
on the man's face. "It's all our faults, 
collectively," Hamilton said. 


Jack Walsh, former mayor of Arling- 


ton Heights and now assistant director of 
Local Government Affairs, represented 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie at the meeting. He 
read from a text prepared by the gover- 
nor in which he placed the blame for 
flooding problems on different leople. 


"LET US ALL agree that while we 


work together to solve a problem, a mea- 
sure of responsibility exists for what hap- 
pened," part of the statement reads. 


"For example, many of the damaged 


homes were built in the natural flood 
plains. Why? Too many local govern- 
ments were unwilling to use flood plains 


for recreational purposes but rather 
allowed residential development. 


"Recommendations 
from 
planners 


were ignored as municipal tax revenues 
were sought at the expense of con- 
fronting honestly the difficult issue of 
flood plain development. Developers did 
not hesitate to build in these areas and 
sell to unsuspecting buyers. And home- 
owners themselves failed to delve deeply 
into possible problems in the locations of 
homes they purchased," the statement 
said. 


Third Dist. State Reps. David Regner, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Eugenia Chap- 
man, D-Arlington Heights, and Arlington 
Heights mayor John Woods, all ex- 
pressed support of the meeting and 
hoped that a viable solution could be 
found. 


"IN THE PAST several years," Reg- 


ner said, "We've had piecemeal solu- 
tions. I'm delighted to see today the ex- 
change of information. It's a great step 
forward toward putting-the pieces togeth- 
er." 


Mrs. Chapman said, "we need to do 


what we're doing but faster 'and by 
spending more money. What we've done 
isn't enough. We must change our prior- 
ities, put the heat on, to put the attention 
on flooding. We have to keep this alive in 
dry time as well as wet." 


Woods said he was encouraged by the 


meeting and that either higher taxes are 
needed or money must be taken away 
from other concerns such as education if 
the flooding problem is to be solved.

expect extra protection of their business 
or leniency if stopped for a possible traf- 
fic violation.

"It's really up to the individual if he

His name is Don Moy and since 
opening the business some two months 
ago he has worked there from morning 
until night. 


His drive stems from an old American 


proverb, he says — one that was whis- 
pered in his ear while on an immigration 
flight from Hong Kong to the United 
States a decade ago. 


"I was sitting next to an American and 


started talking to him," Moy recalls, in 
speech flavored by his Oriental up- 
bringing. "And he told me the proverb 
which has become his business guide- 
line: "In America anybody has a chance 
to get on top but it is really easy to go 


down." 


MOY SAYS he has kept that adage in 


mind ever since he set foot in the United 
States in 1962. And he has spread the 
word to his children, many of whom 
work alongside him at his establishment. 


"We work together to keep everthing 


in order and keep on top," he said ges- 
turing to the elaborate establishment 
decorated with merchandise imported 
from Hong Kong. 


Moy however, is captain of his ship, 


and he refers to the Chinese custom that 
the father is the family leader. He ad- 
mits the Chinese family system of work- 
ing together is tailormade for Moy and 
his new restaurant. 


On a given day, you likely will find his 


wife working somewhere in the estab- 
lishment. His daughter Anita works as 
the chief hostess. Sons, Alan, John and

Mary Ryan, Miss Barbara Neuenfeldt 
and Mrs. Dorian Poole, thee teachers, 
during the summer. The kit is designed 
to provide assistance for the teacher in 
the decoding phase of reading instruc- 
tion. 


Each card in the kit is coded for a 


specific skill. If a student has trouble 
recognizing the consonant sound of B in 
the initial stage, the teacher could look 
up the card with B in the initial stage 
and find other materials available in the 
district which emphasize 
the 
devel- 


opment of this skill. 


At the present time the kit is limited to 


decoding skills but work is under way to 
correlate materials in the district on 
comprehension skills. 


An individual record card for each stu- 


dent fits into the kit. When the student 
achieves a certain skill it is checked on 
his card. At the end of the school year 
the student record cards will be placed 
in a cumulative folder for use in succeed- 
ing years. 


The kit is designed to facilitate a mul- 


ti-text approach to reading and individ- 
ualization of instruction. 


THE GINN 360 reading program was 


adopted after a two year pilot of the pro- 
gram and three other programs at 
schools in the district. 


The reasons the committee cited for 


adoption of Ginn 360 were: "a strong de- 
coding approach, excellent guides for 
teachers, many independent 
activities, 


lends itself to individualization of instruc- 
tion, materials are attractive, story con- 
tent excellent, sequence of skills identi- 
fied, excellent consulting service, posi- 
tive evaluation by pilot teachers and 
good diagnostic testing program."

past.

cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government.

City Disavows CCPA Connection

chants explaining that the CCPA was not 


affiliated with the city government. He 
said the letter sent by the city made no 
mention of whether the merchants should 
contribute, but only clarified that al- 
though the organization represented 
members of the police force, it was con- 
nected in no way with the city. 


WATSON SATO the city decided' to 


send the letter because the letter of solic- 
itation sent by the CCPA "sounded as 
though the organization was a branch of 
the municipal government."

hires professionals to handle such an at- 
tempt, and added the move was probably 
prompted by a need for funds.

Percy, and Adlai E. Stevenson III, as 
well as Cong. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, 
will be asked to steer the watershed plan 
through the public works committees of 
the House and Senate. 


The Sponsors are seeking some $26 mil- 


lion in federal funds for the watershed 
plan. 


Hamilton said the plan will not in itself 


prevent flooding in the area, but "will do 
a lot to cure the problem." 


He said the Upper Salt Creek Water- 


shed Plan can be used as a model for 
other flood control measures. Plans are 
now being developed for the control of

Air Pollution Law Is On Way 


Although Rolling Meadows' proposed 


municipal air pollution control ordinance 
has been slow in coming, tentative plans 
seem to indicate the city hopes to pro- 
duce a comprehensive law that will cov- 
er most aspects of environmental protec- 
tion, 


City Sanitarian Donald Schindler, who 


is preparing the proposed ordinance, said 


yesterday he anticipates the ordinance 
will "be pretty stringent." He said the 
ordinance will set industrial, commercial 
and residential standards that will close- 
ly follow existing Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) standards. 


"Basically we will be following the 


EPA standards and work to present 
them in a form understandable to the 


citizens," Schindler said. 


Most industrial firms must comply 


with EPA minimums, Schindler said. 
The industries are given certain amounts 
of time to comply with the standards, 
according to a variety of factors in- 
cluding production and costs of installing 
pollution control devices.

Volleyball Champion Moves To IV

You can never be a champion in more 


than one thing. Or so the saying goes. 


But Mrs. Linda Smith, who by most 


standards ranks as a champ in volleyball 
and softball. contradicts the rule. 


A new resident of Schaumburg's Inter- 


national Village. Mrs. Smith has earned 
national recognition for her skill in the 
sports. This month, she played in the 
women's national softball tournament in 
York. Pa. 


And in 1968, she was one of 46 women 


who were eligible for U. S. Olympic 
Team volleyball tryouts. 


TEN OF THE 46 were chosen for the 


team, but as Mrs. Smith said, "It's an 
honor just to be selected for the tryouts." 


As a participant in the national com- 


petitions of the United States Volleyball 
Association (USVBA), Mrs. Smith placed 
three times, in 1968, 1969, and 1970, on 
the All-American USVBA team. 


Before her marriage a year ago, she 


lived on a 500-acre dairy farm in Port- 
land, Ore. She attended Portland State 
University on an athletic scholarship. 


"Up until college. I hadn't played 


much volleyball, 1 was involved in soft- 
ball," she said. 


THAT FIRST year. 1968. Mrs. Smith's 


team placed third in the college vol- 
leyball nationals. She was one of two 
women on the team named to the All- 
College team. This achievement and 
placing on the USVBA All-American 
team were the keys to the U. S. Olympic 
tryouts. 


"Your team has to place high in the 


national tournaments or you'll be over- 
looked. I really owe my success to an 
excellent coach and a good team," she 
said. 


In 1970, Mrs. Smith also tried out for 


Pan-Am games held in Chile that year. 
the 


When she married Michael Smith, a 


communications 
chief for 
Associated 


Press, the couple moved to Louisville 
Ky. 
"Louisville didn't have a USVBA team. I 
joined the national softball team, the 
Louisville Highlanders, but I really 
missed volleyball in Louisville." 


THE HIGHLANDERS placed fourth in 


the national tournaments this month in 
Pennsylvania. "I definitely want to get 
on one of the Illinois volleyball teams. 
There are two in Chicago that 'compete 
nationally, and one team places high." 


Mrs. Smith rs pleased to be in the Chi- 


cago area. "Louisville was so frustra- 
ting. It's a slow-paced, unprogressive, 
apathetic place. And the caliber of ath- 
letics is far behind what I'm used to." 


Since her husband was transferred to 


Chicago a month ago, Mrs. Smith has 
been taking courses at Harper College. 
"I plan to attend Northern Illinois or 
George Williams College this winter. 
They are ranked number one and two in 
elementary education and physical edu- 
cation, 
and 
have 
strong 
volleyball 


teams." 


Mrs. Smith plans to be an elementary 


physical education teacher. "PE is ter- 
ribly important for young children. If 
kids aren't taught good basic skills, 
they'll never be any good at sports. Chil- 
dren are discouraged so easily. If a child 
can find one area where he has com- 
petence, he'll tackle anything." 


According to Mrs. Smith, there are 


three basic skills in volleyball — spiking, 
blocking, and setting. The national 
teams, she said, look for people with all 
three skills. Most women on the Olympic 
team are rarely shorter than 5' 9", she 
said. Mrs. Smith is 5' 6". 


"I WISH I WERE taller." If a short 


girl spikes a ball over the net, a tall per- 
son can block it. And in power volleyball, 
Mrs. Smith said, spikes travel in excess 
of 100 miles an hour. 


AFTER A YEAR'S experience working 


with second through eighth grade boys 
and girls in a parochial school, Mrs. 
Smith said, "These kids have so much 
energy and eagerness. They'll try any- 
thing if you help them achieve proficien- 
cy." 


While growing up on the dairy farm 


with a younger brother and three sisters, 
Mrs. Smith learned about the need for 
hard work. "We all had to help with the 
milking and the hay and grain," she 
said. 


The Smiths expect to be in Illinois for 


at least a few years. "We hope to buy a 
home with three to five acres of land so I 
can resume farming again as a hobby," 
she said. 


The International Village champ said 


she is mainly a setter and a defensive 
back row player. A back row player, she 
said, tries to dig the ball up so a person 
in the front row can spike 'it over the net. 


Timing, coordination, and fast reflexes 


are more important in volleyball than 
physical strength, Mrs. Smith said. To 
keep herself 
in condition, she runs 


around the International Village complex 
twice every day, a distance of about two 
miles. 


She-also does pushups and 150 sit-ups 


daily with a weight tied behind her neck. 


IN ADDITION to her enthusiasm for 


sports, Mrs. Smith has been an astrology 
buff since high school days. "I'm a Sagit- 
tarius and my husband is a Gemini. 
They actually don't go together." 


Sagittarians are idealistic, she said. 


"There are two sides to the Gemini sign 
— the Geminis were twins. My husband's 
the type that's down to earth, easy going, 
the home type, conscientious, and well- 
mannered." 


He also is not interested in competitive 


sports, although Mrs. Smith said he likes 
to fish, hunt, and scuba dive. "It bothers 
me a little that my husband isn't that 
interested in my sports activities. It's 
thrilling to be watched, to have a follow- 
ing." 


Shortly after arriving at International 


Village, Mrs. Smith saw a couple of guys 
playing volleyball. "They asked me if I 
wanted to play. I've been playing with 
them now, and may get to play on the 
All-Star International Village team." 


SHE'LL BE THE only woman on the 


team. "But in volleyball, girls can com- 
pete with guys. The only disadvantage 
would be heights. I .don't agree with 
women's lib, but I think women should 
be able to compete against men." 


Mrs. Smith is working with the girls' 


volleyball team at International Village. 
"We hope to play in the park district 
league." 


She feels that for now the team at In- 


ternational Village isn't learning any- 
thing. "They just bat the ball around."

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Propose Moratorium On Flood Plain Construction 


A moratorium on future construction 


projects on flood plains in Cook County 
was proposed Saturday at a major meet- 
ing of area legislators and governmental 
officials who are studying flooding prob- 
lems in the area. 


The moratorium, it was suggested, 


could give various federal, state and lo- 
cal governments time to develop cooper- 
ative plans and allocate monies to pre- 
vent the kind of flooding which hit both 
Cook and DuPage Counties Aug. 25. 


The proposal was taken under advise- 


ment by those attending the meeting and 
a decision on this and other proposals 
would be made within a week to 10 days, 
according to Sen. John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington. 


Graham, who called the meeting to 


achieve a "spirit of cooperation" and to 
"solve a problem too large for any one of 
us or any one group alone," said there 
was enough blame to go around for the 


major flooding that has occurred in the 
past. 


"I'm not going to say to you today that 


we can solve the problem tomorrow, be- 
cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
•from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth but 


to guide it," Graham said. "I have great 
compassion for those people who were 
hit by flooding. There will be subsequent 
meetings held to solve these problems." 


The three hour meeting included repre- 


sentatives of the governmental agencies 
most responsible for flood control and 
state legislators and officials of the sev- 
eral municipalities most affected by the 
recent flooding. 


A SLIDR PRESENTATION by Tom 


Hamilton of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service dramatized to the 75 persons at- 
tending the meeting the effect on lives 
and property that resulted from the Aug. 
25 floods. 


The slides showed a flood plain with 


homes built right next to them. "The guy 
who buys a home there won't know he's 
in a bad spot until it's too late," Ham- 
ilton said. He also showed a man in 
Wood Dale who had just returned from a 
vacation to find all his furniture ruined, 
his basement flooded and other valuables 
destroyed. Hamilton pointed to the shock 
on the man's face. "It's all our faults, 
collectively," Hamilton said. 


Jack Walsh, former mayor of Arling- 


ton Heights and now assistant director of 
Local Government Affairs, represented 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie at the meeting. He 
read from a text prepared by the gover- 
nor in which he placed the blame for 
flooding problems on different leople. 


"LET US ALL agree that while we 


work together to solve a problem, a mea- 
sure of responsibility exists for what hap- 
pened," part of the statement reads. 


"For example, many of the damaged 


homes were built in the natural flood 
plains. Why? Too many local govern- 
ments were unwilling to use flood plains 
for recreational purposes but rather 
allowed residential development. 


"Recommendations 
from 
planners 


were ignored as municipal tax revenues 
were sought at the expense of con- 
fronting honestly the difficult issue of 
flood plain development. Developers did 
not hesitate to build in these areas and 
sell to unsuspecting buyers. And home- 
owners themselves failed to delve deeply 
into possible problems in the locations of 
homes they purchased," the statement 
said. 


Third Dist. State Reps. David Regner, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Eugenia Chap- 


man, D-Arlington Heights, and Arlington 
Heights mayor John Woods, all ex- 
pressed support of the meeting and 
hoped that a viable solution could be 
found. 


"IN THE PAST several years," Reg- 


ner said, "We've had piecemeal solu- 
tions. I'm delighted to see today the ex- 
change of information. It's a great step 
forward toward putting the pieces togeth- 
er." 


Mrs. Chapman said, "we need to do 


what we're doing but faster and by 
spending more money. What we've done 
isn't enough. We must change our prior- 
ities, put the heat on, to put the attention 
on flooding. We have to keep this alive in 
dry time as well as wet." 


Woods said he was encouraged by the 


meeting and that either higher taxes are 
needed or money must be taken away 
from other concerns such as education if 
the flooding problem is to be solved. 


Settlement Near 
In River Trails? 


Though a salary agreement has not yet 


been reached in River Trails Dist. 26, 
there is a good possibility that negotia- 
tions may be concluded this week, Jan 
White, chairman of the River Trails Edu- 
cation Association (RTEA) said Friday.

"We bounced back approaches to sala- 


ry, how you handle increments and other 
financial matters," Mrs. White said. 
"Both sides expected the other to offer 
something more specific (on salary), but 
there was a bit of a misunderstanding. 
We both plan to have more specific facts 
to present on salary at the next meet- 
ing," she said, 


BOTH THE teachers and the board 


seem optimistic about completing nego- 
tiations soon. "It's possible we might fin- 
ish this week," Mrs. White said. "We 


definitely saw a more positive attitude at 
the bargaining table than before." 


"There was good feeling at the table

Clinics Helping The Slow Learners

"Don't you listen? I told you how to do 


those problems before!" 


"You're a smart boy. Why can't you do 


anything right?" 


"Don't you know how to sit still?" 
Mistakes, frustration, failures — these 


are the problems that confront a child 
burdened with a learning disability. 


Teachers tell him he is capable of 


doing good work in school, but he just 
can't seem to produce. He's sent to sum- 
mer school, given special help. His par- 
ents keep thinking it's just a phase. 
"He'll outgrow it," they tell themselves. 
But often he never does. 


Ten years ago, few people knew much 


about learning disabilities. Many still 
don't. It's only in the last five years, ac- 
cording to one learning disability thera- 
pist, that the public schools have recog- 
nized the problem and hired special 
teachers to deal with children with these 
kinds of problems. Despite the new 
awareness, not all schools are able to af- 
ford such a program. And sometimes, 
though the teachers are there, many are 
overburdened. 


BECAUSE OF A need for a more per- 


sonalized approach to the educationally 
disabled child, several private learning 
clinics have been established in the last 


several years. 


Two clinics are now operating in 


Mount Prospect. The Central Reading 
and Speech Clinic, 111 W. Prospect Ave., 
was established seven years ago by Lorie 
Frank, a hearing and speech pathologist. 
The other clinic, Educational Therapists, 
601 W. Central Road, was founded in 1969 
by Dr. Ronald Duckers, a clinical psy- 
chologist. Dr. Duckers founded the clinic 
after he discovered more and more of his 
patients coming in with learning dis- 
ability problems. 


Educational Therapists and Central 


Reading and Speech officials agree; for 
the most part, in their view of the edu- 


cationally disabled child. The problem is 
due not to a lack of intelligence, they 
say. "This is the student who has aver- 
age or above intelligence, but who is not 
successful," Marion Duncan, a teacher 
at Educational Therapists, 
explained. 


The causes of the disability are usually 
traced to a minimum brain dysfunction 
or a lag in maturation. 


"The problem is usually because of im- 


proper development," said Frank. "A 
child is supposed to be talking at 18 
months. If he isn't saying 'momma' at 
that time, it usually means trouble." 


A learning problem worsens, Frank ex-

The Elk Grove Township Employment 


Service has been a success, said Paul 
Paprocki, township youth worker. 


The service was established during the 


summer as a clearinghouse for teen 
workers, matching teens with prospec- 
tive 
employers. Although it was established 
in the summer, the service will continue 
through the school year. 


Since the service was established, 


more than 135 township teenagers ap- 
plied for work. About 80 per cent of the 
teens were contacted at least once for 
employment.

The service made an active effort to 


contact both the teens and employers. 
More than 5,000 leaflets were distributed 
throughout the township. Some 500 let- 
ters were sent to business firms in the 
township.

plained, usually for several reasons: lack

immediate diagnosis, inadequate 


learning because a child has been taught 
as if he didn't have a problem, and par- 
ents waiting until they can no longer 
handle a child, 


MANY PARENTS recognize their child 


might have a disability, but think there 
is a good chance they might outgrow it. 
This kind of thinking just delays the solu- 
tion. Frank said. "Kids aren't going to 
outgrow the disability with the type of 
pressure they have in schools today," he 
said. 


When a child enters one of the private 


clinics, he is given a set of standardized 
tests — reading, mathematics, and tests 
for perceptual and auditory skills. The 
child 
ij> also given some psychological 


testing to determine if there is any emo- 
tional problem involved. The results of 
the tests serve as "a prescription," Dun- 
can said, "Then we talk to the school and 
the teachers, if the parents agree, to get 
further information." he said. 


The actual learning problem varies for 


each student. At Educational Therapists, 
the program is pretty standard As an 
example, a child might have a problem 
understanding what he reads. In this 
case, the remedial program might in- 
clude a program of timed reading selec- 
tions, word recognition exercises and the 
like. 


At Central Reading and Speech, the 


program is a bit different. Frank breaks 
the problem down to its most primary 
level and then builds from there. For in- 
stance, if a child has a learning problem, 
Frank begins the lesson with noisema- 
kers. 


He has the child identify the noisema- 


ker first for sight and hearing recogni- 
tion, then adds a second noisemaker and

has the child distinguish the two noises. 


CHARGES FOR remedial programs at 


the two clinics vary. The charge at 
Educational Therapist is $15 an hour. 
Central Reading and Speech charges fees 
according to the type of help required. 
Diagnostic tests are $25 an hour, pro- 
grams in learning disability, $14 an hour, 
speech and language, $22 an hour and 
psychotherapy, $25 an hour. 


Contrary to what one might think, 


most «f the students who come to the 
learning clinics are agreeable to getting 
help. "Usuaully they're quite relieved," 
Duncan explained. But there are some 
who are a little harder to convince. For 
these, the clinics try a different ap- 
proach. If a child has a reading problem, 
"we try to develop reading material 
from the child himself," Duncan said. 
"This means he writes a story himself 
and then uses that as a reading tool." 


This biographical reading tool is also 


used at Central Reading and Speech, but 
coupled, with what Frank calls his "posi- 
tive reinforcement" learning method. 


"If a kid has 10 problems to do and 


gets nine wrong, we reinforce tile one 
problem he got right, not the nine he got 
wrong," said Frank. The method of rein- 
forcement involves the child's getting a 
token from the teacher which can be ex- 
changed for toys later. 
> 


According to Frank, about six out of 


ten children are afflicted with some form 
of learning disability. Most kids, he said, 
can compensate for the problem by de- 
veloping other skills to a greater degree. 
The children that the private clinics see 
arc the ones who haven't been able to 
compensate and need a little help getting 
started.

Adequate utilities, access roads, storm 


drainage and sewage was promised if a 
20-acre site at the corner of Elmhurst 
Road and Higgins Road is rezoned for a 
mobile home court, Oscar Brotman, own- 
er, told the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals at a public hearing Friday. 


Brotman is seeking to expand the 


neighboring Oasis Mobile Home Park 
onto the Oasis drive-in theater property. 
He has estimated the addition would pro- 
vide space for 232 trailers. 


"The theater is no longer economically 


feasible to operate," he said. "The spi- 
raling cost of operation, including labor, 
motion picture rental and real estate 
taxes, and the declining profits make it 
costly to run the theater." 


Brotman told the board of appeals that 


two sides of the proposed mobile home 
park are already adjacent to other mo- 
bile home parks. 


"Our proposed mobile home park will 


be compatible with the surrounding area 
because the use will be identical to that 
of neighboring property," Brotman said. 


If the land is rezoned for a mobile 


home park, Brotman said two wells 
would -be added to provide water, and a 
sewage treatment plant currently on bis 
40-acre trailer park would be expanded. 


Brotman said each of the 232 units 


would be installed on 2,800-square foot 
lots, 300 square feet more than the min- 
imum required by Cook County. He esti- 
mated the court may attract families 
with a total of 50 school age children. 


John Zimmermann, Mount Prospect 


village attorney, said at the hearing that 
his village objected to Brotman's plans 
concerning fire hydrants. Brotman had 
told the Cook County Zoning Board that 
fire stations with extinguishers would be 
installed every 200 feet. Zimmermann 
said the Mount Prospect fire department 
which services the area has to bring in 
its own water to a fire in the trailer 
court and feels fire hydrants are needed. 


Zimmermann and Kay Rierdon, repre- 


senting Elk Grove Township, were both 
given 21 days to file formal objections to 
the rezoning.

Flood Plain Construction 
Moratorium Is Proposed 


A moratorium on future construction 


projects on flood plains in Cook County 
was proposed Saturday at a major meet- 
ing of area legislators and governmental 
officials who are studying flooding prob- 
lems in the area. 


The moratorium, it was suggested, 


could give various federal, state and lo- 
cal governments time to develop cooper- 
ative plans and allocate monies to pre- 
vent the kind of flooding which hit both 
Cook and DuPage Counties Aug. 25. 


The proposal was taken under advise- 


ment by those attending the meeting and 
a decision on this and other proposals 
would be made within a week to 10 days, 
according to Sen. John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington. 


Graham, who called the meeting to 


achieve a "spirit of cooperation" and to 
"solve a problem too large for any one of 
us or any one group alone," said there 
was enough blame to go around for the 
major flooding that has occurred in the 
past. 


"I'm not going to say to you today that 


we can solve the problem tomorrow, be- 
cause I'm not," Graham said. "But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth-but 


to guide it," Graham said. "I have great 
compassion for those people who were 
hit by flooding. There will be subsequent 
meetings held to solve these problems." 


The three hour meeting included repre- 


sentatives of the governmental agencies 
most responsible for flood control and 
state legislators and officials of the sev- 
eral municipalities most affected by the 
recent flooding. 


A SLIDP PRESENTATION by Tom 


Hamilton of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service dramatized to the 75 persons at- 
tending the meeting the effect on lives 
and property that resulted from the Aug. 
25 floods. 


The slides showed a flood plain with 


homes built right next to them. "The guy 
who buys a home there won't know he's 
in a bad spot until it's too late," Ham- 
ilton said. He also showed a man in 
Wood Dale who had just returned from a 
vacation to find all his furniture ruined, 
his basement flooded and other valuables 
destroyed. Hamilton pointed to the shock 
on the man's face, "It's all our faults, 
collectively," Hamilton said. 


Jack Walsh, former mayor of Arling- 


ton Heights and now assistant director of 
Local Government Affairs, represented 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie at the meeting. He 
read from a text prepared by the gover- 
nor in which he placed the blame for 
flooding problems on different leople. 


"LET US ALL agree that while we 


work together to solve a problem, a mea- 
sure of responsibility exists for what hap- 
pened," part of the statement reads. 


"For example, many of the damaged 


homes were built in the natural flood 
plains. Why? Too many local govern- 
ments were unwilling to use flood plains 


for recreational purposes but rather 
allowed residential development. 


"Recommendations 
from 
planners 


were ignored as municipal tax revenues 
were sought at the expense of con- 
fronting honestly the difficult issue of 
flood plain development. Developers did 
not hesitate to build in these areas and 
sell to unsuspecting buyers. And home- 
owners themselves failed to delve deeply 
into possible problems in the locations of 
homes they purchased," the statement 
said. 


Third Dist. State Reps. David Regner, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Eugenia Chap- 
man, D-Arlington Heights, and Arlington 
Heights mayor John Woods, all ex- 
pressed support of the meeting and 
hoped that a viable solution could be 
found. 


"IN THE PAST several years," Reg- 


ner said, "We've had piecemeal solu- 
tions. I'm delighted to see today the ex- 
change of information. It's a great step 
forward toward putting the pieces togeth- 
er." 


Mrs. Chapman said, "we need to do 


what we're "doing but faster and by 
spending more money. What we've'done 
isn't enough. We must change our prior- 
ities, put the heat on, to put the attention 
on flooding. We have to keep this alive in 
dry time as well as wet." 


Woods said he was encouraged by the 


meeting and that either higher taxes are 
needed or money must be taken away 
from other concerns such as education if 
the flooding problem is to be solved.

permit rather than paying a meter. 


According to Village Mgr. L. A. Han- 


son, permits have been sold to three 
downtown business establishments — 
First Arlington National Bank, Persin & 
Robbin Jewelers and H. Miles Gordon & 
Associates. He added that he did not 
know the total number of permits issued. 


The yearly permits are sold, at a cost 


of 50 cents per day for a six-day work 
week, Hanson said. At that rate, each 
permit should cost $156 a year. 


Police Sgt. Jack Weber said that to his 


knowledge three parking lots have been 
designated for permit parkers. They are 
the Dunton Court lot, the lot directly 
across from Bowen Hardware Co. and 
the lot at the cultural center site. 


Both Hanson and Weber said the three 


lots normally have vacant parking places 
in them. 


APPLICATIONS for the parking per- 


mits are made through the finance de- 
partment. Village Finance Director Ken- 
neth Bonder could not be reached for 
comment Friday, about the permit sys- 
tem. 


Hanson said the permits were sold only 


to businesses, which in turn issued them 
to their employes. There were no permits 
sold to individuals, he said. 


"It's a convenience for downtown busi- 


nesses that need parking for their em- 
ployes. We're not giving parking away. 
We're just collecting the money all at 
one time," Hanson said. 


Fifty cents for all-day parking is the 


prevailing rate in village lots. 


Because there are relatively few per- 


mit parkers, Weber said administration 
of the system is difficult. 


"People call the police department and 


wonder why the car next to them-never 
gets a ticket even though there appears 
to be no money in the meter," he said. 


"We tell them that that car is probably 


a permit parker. Then they ask how they 
can get a permit and all we can do is tell 
them to call the finance department." 


HANSON SAID he thinks the permit 


policy is basically a good one. 


"Ideally we'd have all permit park- 


ing," he said. "We could save money on 
the cost of collecting money from the 
meters, maintenance of meters and so 
forth." 


He said there would probably be a 


trend toward more permit parking in the 
future.

Not long ago Chicagoans came to Ar- 


lington Heights for the wide open spaces. 
Not any more. 


The Arlington Heights Park District's 


350 acres of land is well below national 
standards for open land for the number 
of people in the district. And even if all 
430 acres of land in the park district's 
master plan are acquired, the district 
still won't measure up to national stan- 
dards. 


"Right now we have about 4 acres of 


land per 1,000 people — the national stan- 
dard is 10 acres per 1,000 people," said 
Thomas Thornton, director of parks and 
recreation. 


Thornton is confident that of the master 


plan for the district is followed, and the 
potential apartment, condominium and 
h o m e 
developments 
are 
carefully 


planned, the park district facilities will 
continue to be more than adequate, how- 
ever. 


INCLUDED IN the 15-site, 430-acre 


master plan are an 18-hole golf course, 
several athletic fields, handball courts, a 
70-acre lake and marina and a 20-acre 
lake and marina, along with a network of 
bicycle paths. 


Two of the fifteen site plans will be- 


come realities if the referendum pro- 
posed for late November passes. One site 
is 1.2 acres consisting of five lots at the 
northeast corner of Frontier Park, 1933 
N. Kennicott, which will cost about 
$15,000 to acquire. The other site is 3 
acres of land adjacent to Dryden Park, 
which will cost about $45,000 to purchase. 


The master plan was originally drawn 


up in 1965, when the district was trying 
to obtain a government grant for land 
aequistion. It has been continually re- 
vised ever since. 


Currently, the plan consists of: (Num- 


bers correspond to sites on the map). 


1. The northwest corner of Nichols and 


Schaefer roads, which may be part of a 
Dist. 21 school site. 


2. APPROXIMATELY 23 acres of the 


Buffalo Creek flood plain adjoining the 
current Arlington Heights sanitary land- 
fill. The park district plans to use the 
area for a 20-acre lake to be developed in 
conjunction with the landfill site, which 
is scheduled to be a recreation area 
when it is completed. 


3. A connector parkway between the 


Commonwealth Edison right-of-way and 
Frontier Park. The 15 acres, which the 
park district estimates would cost about 
$30,000 to develop, would consist of walk- 
ing and bicycling paths. 


4. Five lots adjoining Frontier Park, 


which would be purchased if the up- 
coming referendum passes. 


5. A c o n n e c t o r parkway along 


McDonald Creek between Burr Oak 
Drive and Hintz Road. Walking and bi- 
cycle paths are proposed for this six-acre 
site, which is expected to cost between 
$5,000 and $10,000 to develop. 


6. FIVE ACRES adjoining the eastern 


boundary of Ivy HiU School. Athletic 
fields, ball diamonds, multi-use paved 
areas and play equipment are planned 
for the site, which is expected to cost 
about $30,000. At the present time, a de- 
veloper wants this land for a con- 
dominium development. 


7. Also part of the potential con- 


dominium development is 12 acres be- 
tween Brighton and Palatine roads along 
McDonald Creek. The park district would

The "lighted schoolhouse" seeks to

Paul Paprocki, township youth worker, 


is in charge of the township's plans. He 
said the township is considering the j/ro- 
gram, but is seeking more information 
before approaching the school district.

Promises Mobile Home 
Park Utilities If Zoned 


Adequate utilities, access roads, storm 


drainage and sewage was promised if a 
20-acre site at the corner of Elmhurst 
Road and Higgins Road is rezoned for a 
mobile home court, Oscar Brotman, own- 
er, told the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals at a public hearing Friday. 


Brotman is seeking to expand the 


neighboring Oasis Mobile Home Park 
onto the Oasis drive-in theater property. 
He has estimated the addition would pro- 
vide space for 232 trailers. 


"The theater is no longer economically 


feasible to operate," he said. "The spi- 
raling cost of operation, including labor, 
motion picture rental and real estate 
taxes, and the declining profits make it 
costly to run the theater." 


Brotman told the board of appeals that 


two sides of the proposed mobile home 
park are already adjacent to other mo- 
bile home parks. 


"Our proposed mobile home park will 


be compatible with the surrounding area 
because the use will be identical to that 
of neighboring property," Brotman said. 


If the land is rezoned for a mobile 


home park, Brotman said two wells 
would be added to provide water, and a 
sewage treatment plant currently on his 
40-acre trailer park would be expanded. 


Brotman said each of the 232 units 


would be installed on 2,800-square foot 
lots, 300 square feet more than the min- 
imum required by Cook County. He esti- 
mated the court may attract families 
with a total of 50 school age children. 


John Zimmermann, Mount Prospect 


village attorney, said at the hearing that 
his village objected to Brotman's plans 
concerning fire hydrants. Brotman had 
told the Cook County Zoning Board that 
fire stations with extinguishers would be 
installed every 200 feet.

Sale 
of the firm's equipment to the city's 
transit district under a lease back ar- 
rangement and public acquisition of new 
equipment would result in a net loss of 
$6,805. 


Because of tax advantages and reim- 


bursement for school student riders, the 
study said, ownership and operation of 
the bus service by a public agency such 
as the transit district would result in a 
net income of $38,000. 


The fourth alternative, public own- 


ership and private contract manage- 
ment, would mean a net income of 
$33,000, according to the study.

Oakton Passing Buck On Site Decision 


Oakton Community College Is now try- 


ing to hand its permanent campus site 
problems over to the Illinois Junior Col- 
lege Board. The college will not present 
its choice for a campus site to the state 
board as had been planned last Tuesday, 
instead Oakton officials will discuss their 
problems in choosing a site and ask the 
state board for suggestions. 


The announcement was made Thurs- 


day by Oakton board chairman LeRoy 
Wauck during a meeting between the col- 
lege board and citizens opposed to the 
site. He said college trustees would meet 
with the Illinois Junior College Board on 
Sept. 15 but the college does not plan to 
seek approval of the Beckwith Road site 
in Morton Grove, chosen by the Oakton 
board on Aug. 3. 


Instead the trustees will present four 


sites to the state board, will offer their 
reasons for choosing the Beckwith site, 
and ask for new criteria to use in site 
selection. 


The Beckwith site has been the subject 


of public controversy in recent weeks 
with crowds of 200 to 300 citizens attend- 
ing the college board meltings to protest 
the site. Tomorrow night the college 
board will formally present the four sites 
to the public in a meeting at Niles North 
High School, 9800 Lawler Ave., Skokie, 
at 8 p.m. 


WAUCK SAID the state board has not 


been "officially notified" of the college's 
intention and members of the state board 
could not be reached for comment on 
Friday. 


In the past the Illinois Junior College 


board has been criticized by Oakton for 
its indecisivness. When college officials 
chose Maryhill Cemetery as the per- 
manent campus site last year the state 
board first approved the site and then, 
after public controversy and a law suit 
against the owners, the Chicago Catholic 
Archdiocese, the board withdrew its ap- 
proval. 


Two site evaluation reports prepared 


by college architects and traffic re- 
searchers, have been submitted to mem- 
bers of the Illinois Junior College Board, 
said Wauck. Both reports evaluate four 
sites being considered by the college 


board and both reports will be presented 
to the public tomorrow night. 


The four sites are the Beckwith site, a 


site on the southeast corner of Wolf and 
Foundry Roads in Des Plaines, another 
on the south side of Central Road, east of 
the Des Plaines River, and the fourth is 
bound on the south by Central Road, on 
the east by Milwaukee Avenue and on 
the west by the Tri-State Tollway. 


The Trl-State site is outside Oakton's 


college district and is owned by the Zen- 
ith Corp., the Beckwith site is zoned for 
single family residences and is owned by 
about eight families, and the remaining 
two sites are owned by the Chicago Cath- 
olic Archdiocese and have been offered 
for sale to the college. 


BOTH REPORTS favor the Beckwith 


Road site in Morton Grove. Perkins & 
Will, Architects, Inc., analyzed the four 
sites according to size. Access to the site 
is from Beckwith Road or Narragansett 
via Golf Road, Lehigh Avenue or Harms 
Road. 


Thursday night's meeting was held to 


prepare an agenda for the public presen- 
tation tomorrow night. Citizens attending 
Thursday's meeting said the board 
should expect a capacity crowd tomor- 
row night. The auditorium at Niles North 
Hieh School holds about 850 people. 


Listed on the agenda in order of ap- 


pearance are Dr. William Koehnline, col- 
lege president, 
who will make in- 


troductory remarks; site presentations 
by college architects, real estate agents, 
and traffic researchers; and a minority 
report opposing the site filed by Oakton 
trustees Griffith MacDonald and Stephen 
Loska. 


At about 9:30 p.m. Morton Grove May- 


or Jules Bode is expected to speak, fol- 
lowed by three members of the Morton 
Grove citizen's group opposed to the site; 
Fred Minkus, president of the Niles 
Township Elementary Schol Dist. 67 
board of education, also opposed to the 
site; Ray Nelson, assistant superintend- 
ent at Morton Grove elementary School 
Dist. 70 and president of the Bartlett 
Homeowner's Assoc., west of the Beck- 
with site, and opposed to Hie college's

Warman Says 
2 Democrats 
Could Win

Edward Warman launched his cam- 


paign for state representative in the 4th 
District Friday by predicting that he and 
fellow Democrat Aaron Jaffe could 
sweep two seats in the Illinois House in 
November. 


Warman, in a noon press conference in 


Niles, said a united front is needed to 
elect both him and Jaffe to two-year 
terms. They are running against Robert 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge, and Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights. 


But there are indications of a split be- 


tween the Warman-Jaffe factions that 
could prevent the two from helping each 
other in the campaign, thus probably 
shattering Warman's theory that for the 
first time two Democrats would win elec- 
tion to the house from the 4th District. 


THE SUDDEN selection of Warman as 


Jaffe's running mate on the ticket has 
been criticized by supporters of the in- 
cumbent Jaffe, lending to the W&rman- 
Jaffe rift. Warman was chosen last 
weekend in a meeting of Maine, Wheel- 
ing and Northfield Democratic com- 
mitteemen after it was announced that 
Aaron Brill was'dropping out of con- 
tention because of business reasons. 


Warman held to his theory that he and 


Jaffe could both win in November and 
that probably 3rd District Rep. Schlick- 
man, now running in the 4th District, 
would come in last because he is rela- 
tively unknown in the district. It would 
leave Schlickman without an elective of- 
fice for the first time in 16 years. 


"I felt I could do something for our 


party" by accepting the candidacy, 
Warman said. "There's nobody m Maine, 
Northfield, Wheeling or Niles Townships 
with my experience and name recogni- 
tion. I received nationwide publicity 
when I ran in the special election for 
Congress in 1969 against Phil Crane. It 
made me relatively known. We don't 
have to start selling my name. I'm hope- 
ful that with my entering the campaign I 
can help Jaffe and (Democratic sena- 
torial candidate Thomas) Flynn." 


WARMAN ADDED that his selection 


by the four township committeemen, 
Nicholas Blase of Maine, James McCabe 
of Wheeling, and Bernard Peskin of 
Northfield, was fair. Jaffe, Niles Town- 
ship Committeeman, refused to attend 
ship Democratic Organization and that 
he was "quite pleased" with his recep- 
tion. "We've had our differences before," 
Warman said. When asked if Jaffe con- 
gratulated him Warman said, "I can't 
say that he did." Warman added that 
Jaffe left the meeting early. 


According to Warman, "I won't stand 


on ceremony" when the time comes to 
talk to Jaffe about running as a team.

A moratorium on future construction 


projects on flood plains in Cook County 
wu propoMd Saturday at a major meet- 
ing of area legislators and governmental 
officials who are studying flooding prob- 
lems in the area.

"But I can 
say to you that the senator from Barring- 
ton and his colleagues here will launch a 
coordinated attack, throw money at it 
from every direction and offer a plan to 
be given to the governor, General As- 
sembly, mayors and federal government. 


"We don't want to restrain growth but

Tacks On 5.84 Pet. Raise 


A new 1972-73 salary schedule provid- 


ing a 5,84 per cent raise in salaries in 
addition to normal step raises for Des 
Plaines Elementary School Dist. 62 
teachers was announced by the board of 
education and the Des Plaines Education 
Association Thursday. 


Starting salaries fofr teachess with no 


experience and a bachelor's degree is 
$8,135, an increase of $170. Top salary is 
$17,388, up $465 from last year for a 
teacher with 16 years of experience and 
60 semester hour beyond the bachelor's 
degree. 


An increase in the teachers' life insur- 


ance policy from 12,500 to $5,000 for the 
1972-73 school year will be automatically 
increased to $7,500 for the 1973-74 school 
year. 


Additional fringe benefits adopted in- 


cluded an increase in accumulated days 
of sick leave from 120 to 130 days, and an 
increase In longevity pay from $300 to 
$400 for teachers who have worked in the 
district for 20 or more years. 


EMO ORENIC, chairman of the Des 


Plaines Education Association, said 
teachers "voted overwhelmingly to ap- 
prove the salary schedule." The results 
of the vote by teachers last week was 255 
for, 29 against, and four abstentions. He 
said teachers "feel negotiations were 
conducted in a highly professional man- 
ner." 


The teachers representative council, 


composed of a representative from each 
of the district's 13 schools, in addition to 
executive board members from the Des 
Plaines Teacher's Assn. 


Last year teachers accepted a 5.4 per

Changes In Life Exact A Price

NEW YORK (UPI) -The eodtional 


and physical price of changes in life in't 
a precise thing. 


But science has a scale that spots out 


the changes and gives each a kind of 
point value. The top five stressful events 
include death of a spouse, divorce, marit- 
al separation, jail term, death of clow 
family member — in that order. 


The death of a spouse gets a mean val- 


ue of 100; divorce, 73; marital separa- 
tion, 65; jail term, 63; death of a clone 
family member, 63. 


The scale, reported on in The Sciences, 


journal of the New York Academy of Sci- 
ences, includes 43 events. The 43rd, least 
upsetting, is a minor violation of the law. 
It carries a stress value of 11. 


The report, entitled, "The Price of 


Change," shows there's a price in adapt- 
ing to happy-seeming events too, 


WHAT ALL this means: During the 


year or two following some major 
change or a number of jarring little 
changes, watch your step. Your guard 
may be up but your resistance might be 
low, making you more vulnerable to ill- 
ness and accident. 


Outstanding personal achievement (an 


award, promotion) is number 25 and car- 
ries an adaption value of 28. The begin- 
ning or end of the school year is number 
27 on the list and carries an adaption 
value of 26. 


The report reviews research by psy- 


cho-biologists who have found that all 
significant life changes — positive and 
negative — are stressful. But that's not 
all. Such changes increase the human 
organism's susceptibility to physical and 
emotional disorders for a two-year risk 
period following the changes. 


Psychiatrist Thomas Holmes and phys- 


iologist Minoru Masuda first reported on 
progress in their work in this field at the

IT WAS out of that work that the Social 


Readjustment Rating Scale (SRRS), re- 
ferred to earlier, came. In a later pilot 
study involving 88 resident physician vol- 
unteers it was found that illnesses were 
associated with a cluster of events that 
totaled a minimum of 150 life change 
units per year. 


In The Sciences report it was noted: 


"The researchers found a direct relation- 
ship between illness risk and the magni- 
tude of the life crises. Crises were rated 
as mild (150 to 190 life change units 
—LCU— a year); as moderate (200 to 
299 LCU); and as major (300 plus LCU). 


Life changes of the previous 18 months 


were used as a base to predict illness 
onset in the near future. During the next 
eight months, 49 per cent of the high risk 
group reported illness. The same for 25 
per cent of the medium risk group. 


In descending order of stress, the 


events and life change units go like this: 


DEATH OF a spouse, 100; divorice, 73; 


marital separation, 65; jail term, S3; 
death of close family member, 63; per- 
sonal injury or illness, 53; marriage, 50; 
fired at work, 47; marital reconciliation, 
45; retirement, 45; change in health of 
family member, 44; pregnancy, 40; sex 
difficulties, 39; gain of near family mem- 
ber, 39; business readjustment, 39. 


Change in financial status, 38; death of 


a close friend, 37; change in line of work, 
36; change number of arguments with 
spouse, 35; mortgage over $10,000, 31; 
mortgage forclosure, 30; change in re- 
sponsibilities at work, 29; son or daugh- 
ter leaving home, 29; trouble with in- 
laws, 29; outstanding personal achieve- 
ment, 28; wife begin or stop work, 26; 
begin or end school, 26; trouble with 
boss, 23; change in work hours or condi- 
tions, 20; change in residence, 20; 
change in schools, 20; change in recrea- 
tion, 19; change in work activities, 19, 
change in social activities, 18; mortgage 
or loan less than $10,000,17.
